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Fundies and Bigots 
Lobby Hard for Military Ban

WASHINGTON - Gay 
and lesbian lobbying groups 
are struggling to regain their 
momentum on the issue of 
gays in the military 
after supporters of 
the Pentagon’s ban 
on gays flooded 
Capitol Hill switch¬ 
boards with calls in 
support of the 
standing policy. 

“We want to 
counter the percep¬ 
tion that there is a 
groundswell of sup¬ 
port for the current 
ban,’’ said Robin 
Kane, spokesper¬ 
son for the Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, “because the 
right-wing groups did mobi¬ 
lize their supporters in that 
way and we want to make 
sure we mobilize ours.” 

Before the pro-ban calls 
started coming in en masse 
on January 24, gay groups had 
already seen the harbinger of 
the fight to come in newspa¬ 
per accounts over the previ¬ 


ous weekend. The omen 
came in the form of a leaked 
internal memo from Senate 
Majority Leader George 
Mitchell telling President 
Clinton that if a Senate vote 


were to be taken on his 
pledge to rescind the contro¬ 
versial ban, he could only 
count on 30 votes. 

This impression, admitted¬ 
ly a sense of his colleagues’ 
positions and not a head- 
count, led gay groups to step 
up their efforts to defend 
President Clinton’s pledge on 
the Hill. 

On January 26, the Task 


Force and the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund had already 
mobilized their members and 
supporters to call their sena¬ 
tors in efforts to head off a 
right-wing effort to codify the 
existing ban into fed¬ 
eral law. Such a 
move would effec¬ 
tively trump Clin¬ 
ton’s efforts to re¬ 
peal the ban, as a 
federal law would 
have precedence 
over an executive ac¬ 
tion. 

“We’re encourag¬ 
ing every person to 
call their senators,” 
said Gregory King 
of HRCF. “If the les¬ 
bian and gay com¬ 
munity can match 
the far right call for call, we 
can win. But right now the 
calls in some offices are going 
100 to one against us.” 

HRCF has already sent out 
over 26,000 of its pre-ap- 
proved “Speak Out” messages 
from its supporters nation¬ 
wide to senators to help bol¬ 
ster support for a repeal on 
the Hill. The Task Force and

Jordan Meets With Gay Leaders

Representatives of more 
than 40 lesbian and gay 
groups held a two-hour meet¬ 
ing with Mayor Frank Jordan 
on January 26. The group de¬ 
livered a five-point demand to 
Jordan on lesbian and gay is¬ 
sues, including input on a re¬ 
placement for Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg, support 
against the Boy Scouts of 
America, and increased fund¬ 
ing for AIDS/HIV and youth 
services. 

Jordan made no financial 
commitments during the 


meeting with leaders of les¬ 
bian and gay political clubs, 
youth, AIDS, women’s, mi¬ 
nority and other activist 
groups. He did, however, 
agree to meet with the group 
on a monthly basis and hold a 
“town hall” meeting with the 
lesbian and gay community in 
March, according to Eileen 
Hansen, a spokesperson for 
the Harvey Milk Progressive 
Democratic Club. 

“The reason the meetings 
are important is that commu¬ 
nication has been non-existent 
and the lesbian, gay, and bi¬ 


sexual community feels mis¬ 
used and abused and — worst 
of all — ignored by the may¬ 
or’s office,” Hansen told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

At the meeting, activists 
urged Jordan to hire a lobby¬ 
ist to secure more federal 
funding for HIV/AIDS ser¬ 
vices, as well as to adopt a 
plan by Supervisor Barbara 
Kaufman that calls for the 
creation of a joint HIV task 
force. 

The task force would con¬ 
duct a needs assessment and 
review of AIDS services and 
make funding and service rec¬ 
ommendations. 

Another item on the agen¬ 
da concerned Jordan’s public 
posture on the anti-gay Boy 
Scouts. Activists urged the 
mayor use his clout as a 
member of the U.S. Confer¬ 
ence of Mayors to educate his 
colleagues about the anti-gay 
policies of the BSA and asked 
Jordan to identify city depart¬ 
ments that had relationships 
with the group and to sever 
those ties. 

Activists working on the 
Boy Scouts issue, including 
Forgotten Scouts, have 
expressed outrage that al¬ 
though the city has nondis¬ 
crimination policies, the Reg¬ 
istrar of Voters has used Boy 
Scout volunteers to assist 
with election duties. 

At the meeting, youth ac¬ 
tivists also called on Jordan to 
find an additional $250,000 to 
fund a lesbian and gay youth 
center. The increase would 
cover a shortfall in city funds 
allocated for such a program. Y

Schindler Memorial 
Held in Washington

WASHINGTON - For a 
moment, all the pre-inaugural 
hubbub along one stretch of 
Pennsylvania Avenue grew 
hushed and all that was heard 
was one mother’s tears. 

There, beside the nation’s 
memorial to those in the U.S. 
Navy who gave their life in 
service to their country, 
Dorothy Hajdys told a throng 
of candle-bearing supporters 
how her Navy son gave his 
life for something else. 
Choked with emotion, she ex¬ 
plained how last October, 
Naval Petty Officer Allen 
Schindler was beaten to 
death in a rest room in Japan 
near the naval base where he 
was stationed. 

The sole reason for his 
murder, she asserted, was be¬ 
cause he had acknowledged 
being gay. 

“I know that my son was a 
very loving person,” she cried 


in a cracking voice. “And I 
fear for anyone that’s in the 
military who is homosexual, 
that if anybody finds out, that 
they not be killed too. My rea¬ 
son for doing this is because I 
don’t want any other mother 
to ever have to go through 
what I’m going through. 

“My son’s body could not 
even be recognized were it 
not for the tattoos on his 
arm,” she moaned into the 
feezing air. “I can’t under¬ 
stand how anyone could do 
that to another human being.” 

Surrounding her on the 
slate memorial to the coun¬ 
try’s fallen sailors were sever¬ 
al hundred supporters, orga¬ 
nized for the January 18 can¬ 
dlelight vigil by members of 
Washington’s Queer Nation. 
Holding aloft their multi-col¬ 
ored tapers, the group lis¬ 
tened to speakers denounce 
the hatred and fear of homo¬ 
sexuals that they see as preva-

Jordan Joins U.S. Mayors' Task 
Forces on AIDS, Homelessness

San Francisco Mayor 
Frank Jordan was picked on 
January 19 to serve on the 
AIDS Task Force and the 
Homeless Task Force of the 
United States Conference of 
Mayors. 

Jordan, a former police 
chief, is already chair of the 
USCM Public Safety Policy 
Board. 

“AIDS and homelessness 
are two major problems fac¬ 
ing all cities,” Jordan said in a 
statement about the appoint¬ 
ments. “It is essential that city 
leaders and experts come to¬ 
gether to share ideas and to 
work on solving these prob¬ 
lems together. By unifying 
our efforts and by speaking 
with one voice to our repre¬ 
sentatives in Washington we 
will be able to meet these 
^challenges head on.” 

Jordan said that he has 
asked the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors staff to work with 
him to convene two special 
meetings in San Francisco be¬ 
tween mayors and homeless 
and AIDS service providers 
to network and find solutions

in dealing with these issues. 

The USMC met January 17 
for a three-day conference to 
develop a cohesive strategy 
to present to the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration on issues the 
mayors believe were ignored 


or neglected by Repubican 
administrations. 

According to Staci Wal¬ 
ters, Jordan’s deputy press 
secretary, items discussed by 
the Public Safety and Police 
Policy Board included in¬ 
creased federal assistance to 
cities, the impact of drugs and 
other forms of substance 
abuse on public safety, home¬ 
lessness, firearm control and 
police response time to 91*1 
calls. 

“With a change in adminis¬ 
trations in Washington, the 
cities we represent have a 
unique opportunity to reverse 
the spiral of federal neglect 
and rising crime and violence 
in American cities,” said Jor¬ 
dan. 

Walters told the Bay Area 
Reporter that another major 
topic of discussion was the 
implementation of needle-ex¬ 
change programs. 

“The mayor discussed with 
other mayors and police 
chiefs that he believes needle 
exhange programs are ex¬ 
tremely effective and that San 
Francisco would move for¬ 
ward with its own needle-ex¬ 
change programs,” Walters 
said.V 


Migden Calls for Confab 
To Fight Sheldon's Bigotry

Approximately 50 North¬ 
ern California lesbian and gay 
leaders will meet February 20 
at the Old State Office Build¬ 
ing in San Francisco, to plan 
a strategic response to a pro¬ 
posed statewide ballot mea¬ 
sure repealing state gay civil 
rights protections. 

The meeting, called by Su¬ 
pervisor Carole Migden, fol¬ 
lows last month’s announce¬ 
ment by Traditional Values 
Coalition leader Reverend 
Lou Sheldon that he intends 
to place such an initiative be¬ 
fore California voters. 

Sheldon has said that he 
will gather petition signatures 
for a ballot measure that 
would exempt religious 
groups from gay rights ordi¬ 
nances and also continue to 
ban lesbian or gay marriages. 

“I believe that we have to 


take this threat seriously,” 
Migden said. “It is certainly 
possible that sufficient signa¬ 
tures could be gathered to 
qualify an anti-gay initiative 
for the state ballot. While I 
believe that we could defeat 
this measure, I do not take it 
for granted that it would be 
easy.” 

The meeting will include 
leaders and representatives 
from lesbian and gay political 
clubs around the Bay Area, as 
well as representatives from 
the Life Lobby and the Non 
Partisan Alliance, current and 
former elected officials in¬ 
cluding former Santa Cruz 
Mayor John Baird and former 
San Mateo County Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Nolan. 

Legislative aides represent¬ 
ing state Assembly and Sen¬ 
ate members, and representa¬ 
tives of activists groups such 
as Queer Nation will also at¬ 


tend the planning meeting. 

Kim Hanadel, a legislative 
staffer from the office of Sen¬ 
ator Milton Marks told the 
B.A.R. it was essential for 
California lesbians and gays 
to take the proposed ballot 
measure seriously. 

“I don’t know what hap¬ 
pened in Colorado with 
Amendment 2, but we have 
to make sure our civil rights 
are protected,” Hanadel told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “We 
can’t let the fundamentalists 
take them away. We have to 
act now.” 

Migden said that she plans 
to contact Southern California 
lesbian and gay leaders fol¬ 
lowing the meeting. For more

AIDS Nightline Needs Volunteers

San Francisco Suicide Pre¬ 
vention is seeking volunteers 
to staff its AIDS/HIV Night- 
line, the only program in the 
country that provides tele¬ 
phone emotional support to 
people with HIV disease and 
AIDS. 

“Although we primarily 
serve San Francisco and the 
Bay Area, we’ve received 
calls from all over the world 
and even from foreign coun¬ 
tries from time to time, from 
people who have no other 
people to talk to about their 
concerns,” Flalph Shanabruch, 
a spokesman for the program, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 


Night is often a difficult 
time for people dealing with 
HIV concerns, Shanabruch 
said, because it is when many 
people find themselves trying 
to cope with situations they 
don’t feel comfortable sharing 
with others. 

“Sometimes our callers 
have little family, or their 
friends have withdrawn, or it 
may be that what they want 
to talk about is difficult for 
them to discuss. Articulating 
feelings can be very difficult, 
but it’s just so important to 
get them out, and other peo¬ 
ple may feel too threatened or 
deny or not really under¬ 
stand,” Shanabruch said. 

For some people with 


AIDS and HIV, the support 
line is their primary emotion¬ 
al support resource, he said. 

“It means that there is con¬ 
cern, and caring, and some¬ 
one who will try to under¬ 
stand what a person is going 
through,” Shanabruch said. 

Volunteers for the support 
phone line receive 40 hours of 
training, from classroom 
study to role-playing, and are 
supervised by professional 
staff.

First Gay Lutheran Installed 



Workshop on Gay 
Workplace Issues

On Saturday, January 23, 
in the presence of his parents, 
many of his relatives, partner, 
and friends, Reverend Jeff R. 
Johnson was installed as pas¬ 
tor of First United Lutheran 
Church in San Francisco. The 
small church overflowed with 
supporters in defiance of a 
policy by the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in America 
(ELCA), of prohibiting the 
“ordained ministry of practic¬ 
ing homosexual persons.” The 
ELCA is the largest body of 
* Lutherans in the country. 

“This is a day of great joy 
for us,” began lesbian minis¬ 
ter Phyllis Zillhart in her ser¬ 
mon. “Today we mark anoth¬ 
er step in the march to free¬ 
dom and justice by celebrat¬ 
ing what is already common¬ 
place in this place — the full 
acceptance of a gay pastor.” 

Three years earlier — al¬ 
most to the day — the congre¬ 
gations of First United 
Lutheran and St. Francis 
Lutheran churches called and 
ordained Johnson, Zillhart, 
and Zillhart’s partner Ruth 
Frost as assistant pastors, all 
“practicing homosexual per¬ 
sons.” 

Not long after, the church¬ 
es were put on ecclesiastical 
trial for the infraction and 
subsequently suspended from 
the ELCA until the end of 
1995. Unless the discriminato¬ 
ry policy of the church is 
changed by then, both congre¬ 
gations will be expelled. 

St. Francis is located in the 
Castro District and ministers 
to a large gay and lesbian 
congregation; First United is 
located in the Richmond Dis¬ 
trict. A small but diverse and 
unified membership of 60 
Christians — black, white, 
Asian, handicapped, married, 
single, and primarily straight 
— unanimously voted to call 
Johnson as their pastor at a 
special meeting held on 
November 15, 1992. 

As Zillhart said in her ser¬ 
mon, “Jeff was selected as this 
congregation’s pastor, not be¬ 
cause he was gay, not in spite 
of the fact that he is openly 
gay, but simply because after 
prayer and consideration, Jeff 
was deemed to be the most 
suitable pastor to accompany 
this people on their gospel 
journey at this time. To 
which we here gather to say 
Amen.” 

Reverend David Rohrer of 
Christ Church Lutheran in 
San Francisco officiated the 
service and was supported by 
a large group of Bay Area 
Lutheran pastors and the 
Reverend Janie Spahr, whose 
own Presbyterian Church 
cancelled her call as co-pastor 
of Downtown United Presby¬ 
terian Church in Rochester, 
New York, only last October 
because she is a lesbian. 

Quoting President Clin¬ 
ton’s question, “Can we make 
change our friend and not our 
enemy?” and Maya Angelou’s 
Inaugural poem that places 
“gay, straight, preacher” to¬ 
gether, Zillhart concluded her 
sermon in praise of First 
United’s “authentic mission” 
in this era of change. 

“May we all be challenged 
to take the next step in the 
struggle for justice-grounded 
love,” she urged. 

Thus far neither the 
ELCA nor local Bishop Lyle 
G. Miller have taken action or 
even acknowledged this 


subversive act, but Reverend 
Johnson accepted his calling 
and installation by officiating 
in this historic occasion for 


joining in “the dramatic be¬ 
ginning of our new ministry 
here at First United.” T

Gay and Lesbian Issues in 
the Workplace will be the 
subject of a six-week evening 
class beginning on February 2 
at San Francisco City College. 

The class is co-sponsored 
by the Lesbian and Gay Stud¬ 
ies and Labor Studies Depart¬ 
ments of City College, accord¬ 
ing to Patti Roberts, an attor¬ 
ney who will teach the class. 

Guest speakers include 
Larry Brinkin of the Human 
Rights Commission and 
George Kronenberger of the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Em¬ 
ployees Association. 

Among the topics present¬ 
ed in the series are the San 
Francisco Human Rights Or¬ 
dinance, domestic partners, 
discrimination on the job re¬ 
lated to sexual orientation 
such as harassment, and com¬ 
ing out issues. 

“Work is important to 
most of us and most of us 
work,” Roberts told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “And it’s im¬ 


portant that we know our 
rights,” she said. 

The workplace is a major 
area, Robert said, where 
many heterosexual people 
have their only contact with 
lesbians and gays and an area 
where the community has the 
potential for “incredible 
impact” politically. 

“It’s one of the places 
where the lesbian and gay 
community comes into con¬ 
tact with the rest of the 
world, where we can really 
affect people in major ways.” 

Roberts said that the class¬ 
es will deal with common on- 
the-job problems that lesbians 
and gays may face in the cor¬ 
porate environment. 

One aspect of the class will 
concern organizing lesbian 
and gay employees associa¬ 
tions.

Bill Would Forbid Official 
State Travel to Colorado 


How To Steal a Million 
From Denver, Colorado

Stapleton International 
Airport, in Denver, Colorado, 
serves as a transfer point — a 
“hub” — for Continental Air 
and United Air, two domestic 
airlines that also serve San 
Francisco and San Jose Inter¬ 
national Airports. That is of 
interest specifically to passen¬ 
gers taking a west-east air 
route, such as those heading 
to the upcoming lesbian, gay, 
and bisexual March on Wash¬ 
ington. 

Every day seven United 
flights and nine Continental 
flights leave SFO for Staple- 
ton; San Jose International is 
the origin point for an addi¬ 
tional five United and four 
Continental flights. 

Most travelers are un¬ 
aware, however, that a $3 per- 
person, per-ticket PFC (Pas¬ 
senger Facility Charge) is hid¬ 
den in the price of the air¬ 
lines’ tickets. Most airports in 
metropolitan areas assess 
such charges for travelers 
who are “deplaning” in their 
facility. When flying either 


Continental or United, and 
when connecting to any flight 
through Denver, that money 
is given directly to Stapleton 
International Airport for up¬ 
keep, maintenance, and gen¬ 
eral operating costs of the fa¬ 
cility. 

“We’re seeing record traf¬ 
fic,” Richard Boulware, 
deputy director of public af¬ 
fairs for aviation at Stapleton, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“This has been the busiest 
holiday season in ten years, at 
least.” 

Stapleton has been serving 
between 50,000 and 65,000 
passengers per day, each of 
whom has had a $3 assess¬ 
ment charge automatically 
added to their ticket price. Of 
those travelers, according to 
Boulware, Continental passen¬ 
gers account for 30 percent 
and United for 38 percent. 
Fifteen percent of those 
flights had points of origin or 
destination within the Bay 
Area. 

Bottom line: Bay Area 
travelers are providing Sta¬ 
pleton International Airport 


with approximately $15,300 to 
$19,890 per day in PFC 
charges; if those Northern 
California-Denver flights 
were eliminated, it could po¬ 
tentially reduce the Colorado 
airport’s revenue by $1 mil¬ 
lion or more. 

Telephone calls from the 
B.A.R. to United Airlines cor¬ 
porate headquarters in Chica¬ 
go and Continental Airlines in 
Dallas to verify Stapleton’s 
figures were not returned. 

“[The media] here have 
been calling the boycott a 
‘bust,’” Boulware said. “We’re 
having record traffic ... and 
you can’t get a hotel room in 
Aspen.” However, he admit¬ 
ted, his information on that 
was “second hand.” 

Chuck Cannon, senior pub¬ 
lic affairs officer for Staple- 
ton, told the B.A.R., “It’s diffi¬ 
cult, when you see terminals 
swarming with people, to be¬ 
lieve there’s a boycott going 
on. 

“Later on, when some of 
these conventions that have 
said they’re going to boycott 
do boycott, we might see a 
fall-off, but right now our 
numbers are up. 

“Through October ’92, we 
are up for the year [in passen¬ 
ger traffic] about 10 percent 
over the same period in 1991, 
when we were the sixth-busi-

est airport in the country and 
served over 28.3 million peo¬ 
ple.” 

Another airport source, 
however, who stated, “I am 
not a quotable source,” said, 
“I don’t know that we’ve seen 
much of an impact so far, but 
there is a concern about the 
boycott.” 

Passengers who find, for 


whatever reason, that travel 
on either Continental or Unit¬ 
ed cannot be avoided may 
simply ask a travel agent or a 
ticket agent to reroute their 
flight to an alternative con¬ 
necting flight at a different 
“hub.” 

United’s second hub for 
California-DC flights is St. 
Louis, Missouri; Continental’s 
is Dallas, Texas. T

A resolution has been in¬ 
troduced to the legislature 
by California Assemblyman 
Richard D. Polanca (D-Los 
Angeles) that would forbid 
state employees from travel¬ 
ing to Colorado on public 
business. 

The measure, Assembly 
Concurrent Resolution 4, is 
expected to be heard by the 
Assembly Rules Committee 
by the first week of February, 
according to Polanca’s aide 
Chris Flammer. 

The measure, which does 
not have the force of law, 
seeks to have the travel ban 
adopted until Amendment 2, 
the anti-gay amendment to 
the Colorado constitution, is 
repealed. 


“Laws that deprive any in¬ 
dividual of civil rights must 
never go unchallenged,” 
Polanca said. 

The resolution notes that 
several major U.S. cities have 
already adopted similar travel 
bans and says that the anti¬ 
gay Colorado measure “in¬ 
creases the likelihood of hate 
crimes and violent acts 
against individuals based on 
their sexual orientation.” 

The resolution also points 
out that the Federal Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 prohibits 
the kinds of anti-gay discrim¬ 
ination measures adopted in 
Colorado. 

Flammer told the Bay 
Area Reporter he is prepared 
for “verbal pyrotechnics” 
from a small group of Repub-- 
lican Assembly members who 


are opposed to the idea of a 
Colorado ban, but believes 
there is support in the Assem¬ 
bly for the measure. 

“We hope that the Rules 
Committee does not send it to 
the policy committee but puts 
it to the Assembly floor. We 
think we will have the votes 
and there is growing grass¬ 
roots support,” Flammer said. 

After passage in the As¬ 
sembly, the bill would go to 
the Senate Rules Committee 
and then, if not passed to 
committee, to the Senate 
floor for a vote. 

“It will generate a tremen¬ 
dous amount of education on 
the issue, and having the Cal¬ 
ifornia State Legislature on 
record about the issue is a 
strong message,” Flammer 
said.V

The Mystery of the 
Missing Police Files

San Francisco Chief of Po¬ 
lice Tony Ribera took steps 
this week to assure the les¬ 
bian and gay community that 
no police intelligence files are 
being kept on activist groups 
such as ACT UP or Queer 
Nation. 

“To the best of my knowl¬ 
edge, no such files are in the 
Police Department today,” 
Ribera told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “To ensure that this is 
the case, I have asked the 
City Controller Ed Harring¬ 
ton to send in an audit team. 
The only records in our pos¬ 
session were secured by the 
execution of search warrants.” 

Ribera made the disclo¬ 
sure at Mayor Jordan’s week¬ 
ly press briefing on January 
25. 

Ribera’s comments follow 
charges that a former San 
Francisco police inspector 
sold police intelligence files to 
foreign government political 
intelligence operatives, includ¬ 
ing Israeli, Irish, and South 
African agents. 

The officer implicated in 
the incident, former San 
Francisco Police Inspector 
Tom Gerard, apparently fled 
to the Philippines last 
November and, according to 
news reports, is outside the 
reach of local investigators 
and the FBI. 

Ribera said that no other 
San Francisco police officer 
was involved in the incident, 
a claim questioned by Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union at¬ 
torney John Crew. 

“Gerard told the San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner that other po¬ 
lice intelligence officers took 
materials home with them 
and he admits to sharing in¬ 
formation with police infor¬ 
mants in explicit violation of 
the policies and guidelines,” 
Crew said. 

Crew said that other offi¬ 
cers in the defunct unit 
should also be the subject of 
“an immediate investigation” 
to determine what they did 
with records they took from 
the department and with 
whom they shared the infor¬ 
mation. 

Crew said that the incident 
was “the tip of the iceberg” 
and said that the San Francis¬ 
co Police Department has had 
a practice of gathering such 
intelligence for more than 60 
years — and that every police 
chief has said the practice has 
been stopped but that policies 
to prevent the surveillance 
have “been gathering dust” 
and are not enforced. 

He also said that gay and 
lesbian groups, including the 
Alice B. Toklas Lesbian and 
Gay Democratic Club during 
its radical hey-day, had been 
the subject of such surveil¬ 
lance. 

The Police intelligence di¬ 
vision was ordered abolished 
following the adoption of 
1990 guidelines, developed in 
consultation with the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union and 
activist groups that revealed 
San Francisco police had con¬ 
ducted massive surveillance 
of political groups at the 
Democratic National Conven¬

tion in 1984. 

The guidelines bar individ¬ 
ual officers from independent¬ 
ly gathering political intelli¬ 
gence on activists, prohibits 
undercover police from at¬ 
tending meetings of activist 
groups, and bans investiga¬ 
tions of political groups un¬ 
less their activities are expect¬ 
ed to cause death, bodily in¬ 
jury, or serious property de¬ 
struction. 

Under those guidelines, po¬ 
lice intelligence files on ac¬ 
tivist groups were to be de¬ 
stroyed after individuals were 
notified they had been the 
subject of such surveillance 
and an annual audit conduct¬ 
ed by the Police Commission 
to ensure the enforcement of 
the regulations. 

The police intelligence 
records — an estimated 30 feet 
of files, according to Crew —- 
of the DNC-related surveil¬ 
lance were to be opened for 
access but have not yet been 
returned to the Police Depart¬ 
ment by the City Attorney’s 
office, Crew told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

A spokesperson for ACT 
UP/San Francisco told the 
B.A.R. that although the 
group hadn’t discussed the is¬ 
sue in recent meetings, the 
group has always been con¬ 
cerned that it might be mon¬ 
itored by police and asked at 
every meeting that police — 
and news media representa¬ 
tives — identify themselves. 

“If the Anti-Defamation 
League had files, who else 
had files and how did they 
end up in the hands of the 
ADL?” wonders gay Arab- 
American activist Jean-Paul 
Samaha. 

“My name could be in 
those files since I am gay, 
Arab-American, and a politi¬ 
cal activist. I would be a 
prime target,” he said. “Ev¬ 
eryone in the lesbian and gay 
community should be con¬ 
cerned about this. If one 
group is a target, others could 
be.” 

Samaha told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Supervisor Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan — for whom he 
works — will hold hearings on 
the issue at the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors Health 
and Public Safety committee 
meeting. ▼ 


Jordan Keeps '20 Percent' 
Commissioner Commitment

Two lesbians were among 
the nine new city commis¬ 
sioners appointed this week 
by Mayor Frank Jordan. 

Jordan appointed Jeanette 
Lazam to the Human Rights 
Commission as a replacement 
for Franco Consolacion, 
whose term had expired. 
Melinda Paras was appointed 
as a health commissioner, to 
replace Dr. Pat Underwood, a 
lesbian commissioner ap¬ 
pointed by Art Agnos. Under¬ 
wood’s term also expired this 
month. 

“I am both honored and 
privileged to serve Mayor Jor¬ 
dan,” Lazam said. A Filipina, 
Lazam spoke of her concern 
for human rights for Filipinos 
and “for human, civil, and 
democratic rights” for all peo¬ 
ple, including “the gay, les¬ 
bian and bisexual communi¬ 
ty.” 

Paras, who will become a 
health commissioner at the 
end of February, acknowl¬ 
edged the work of the Health 
Commission is critical in en¬ 
suring access to health ser¬ 
vices for all San Franciscans, 
and spoke of her experience 
as a person with Chronic Fa¬ 
tigue Immune Dysfunction 


Syndrome and lauded the 
Health Commission’s advoca¬ 
cy for women’s health needs 
and for lesbian and gay and 
AIDS health care needs. 

Paras, former coordinator 
of the Community United 
Against Violence speaker’s 
bureau, is deputy executive 
director of Shanti Project. 
Lazam is an assistant to the 
program director of Shanti 
Project. She is a former legal 
assistant for the National Cen¬ 
ter for Lesbian Rights. 

With the appointments of 
Lazam and Paras, Jordan has 
appointed 21 people as mem¬ 
bers of city commissions and 
councils since he was elected 
mayor. 

Jordan campaigned for 
election in the lesbian and 
gay community on a promise 
that 20 percent of all appoint¬ 
ments to city commissions 
would be of lesbian and gay 
men. Acknowledging that Jor¬ 
dan has been the subject of 
criticism because only 13 per¬ 
cent of his commission ap¬ 
pointments have been lesbian 
and gay, Deputy Press Secre¬ 
tary Staci Walters told the 
Bay Area Reporter that Jor¬ 
dan has three more years in 
office and that he remains 
committed to diversity and 


equal representation in his ap¬ 
pointments — and will fulfill 
the 20 percent promise. 

“The mayor has made a 
significant number of appoint¬ 
ments of lesbians and gays to 
commissions and he will con¬ 
tinue to do so as vacancies 
come up. Please keep in mind 
that he hasn’t made all of his 
appointments yet,” Walters 
said. 

If fulfilled, the 20 percent 
promise (which does not in¬ 
clude appointments to adviso¬ 
ry councils or task forces) will 
surpass the number of les¬ 
bians and gays appointed as 
commissioners by any mayor 
in San Francisco’s history. 

Jordan’s lesbain and gay 
commission appointments to 
date include James Rogers of 
the Commission on Aging, 
Alonzo King of the Arts com¬ 
mission, Debra Chasnof and 
Nick Roomel of the Film and 
Video Arts Commission, 
Juanita Owens of the Board of 
Permit Appeals, David 
Detrich of the Police Commis¬ 
sion, and Barbara Cameron, 
Louette Columbano, Rosa 
Rivera and Patricia Chang of 
the Commission on the Status 
of Women. T

What was the world like 50 
years ago. Daddy? 

On January 20, 1942, Nazi Germany instituted a 
week-long deportation program of 2,000 Jews from 
Terezin to Auschwitz. Of those, 1,760 were gassed 
immediately upon arrival. 

It is too easy for those of us leading our latter 
20th century lives to look back on those events as 
aberrations, and to believe we have somehow come 
too far to return to those dark days. Unfortunately, 
as a species, humans may never evolve to where we 
can be sure of that. The wholesale rape of random 
women and children in Bosnia; the “ethnic cleans¬ 
ing” of Croatia; the induced starvation in Somalia; 
the current unrest in Germany; the intifada ; the pre¬ 
carious state of the world’s economy: those are a few 
of the reasons why armies exist, and despite our 
best hopes and intentions, it is doubtful any of us 
reading these words will ever come to live on a 
planet without a military presence. 

Which brings up the question we hear asked a lot 
recently, by gays and straights: why would lesbians 
and gays want to join the military in the first place? 

First of all, and like it or not, the military pro¬ 
vides poor American kids with their easiest (legal) 
route out of the ghetto. The right to escape poverty 
by taking advantage of the Army’s programs and ed¬ 
ucation should not be the exclusive province of het¬ 
erosexual teens. To be economically disadvantaged 
in America is a nightmare; to be informed you have 
no access to the best chance to get out of that trap 

— because you’re queer — is unspeakably depressing. 

Secondly, we are somewhat like the child who an¬ 
nounced, “I wish I had enough money to buy an 
elephant,” only to explain later that the elephant it¬ 
self wasn’t the desired object — the money was the 
point. In other words, most of us aren’t desperate to 
join, but we are anxious to rip all those slamming 
doors right off the hinges. 

And then there’s something else: the soldiers who 
liberated the Nazi death factories of Dachau and 
Buchenwald were American blacks who were able, 
against all odds, to make the world a better place, 
ease suffering, and be role-models to younger blacks 

— and non-blacks. The emaciated and nearly hope¬ 
less camp inmates didn’t care about the color of 
their saviors’ skins, or that there was a controversy 
about whether they “belonged” in uniform, any 
more than starving Somalis now care what their 
uniform-clad providers do in the privacy of their 
bedrooms. Regrettably, there may well be more 
Dachaus in the next 50 years. If the United States, 
self-professed Police of the World, denies the use of 
our lesbian and gay heroes to those who need them 
it will have proved that it doesn’t give a shit about 
freedom at all. And if that is so, we agree with the 
banner we spotted at a recent rally: “Ban the Mili¬ 
tary and Spend the Money on AIDS.” 

And Finally... 

Or course, a better question is this: If our big, butch 
Marines are reduced to blubbering children by the no¬ 
tion of having their pee-pees looked at in a shower, are 
they really strong enough to defend the country from 
a real threat?

Eliminate Bad Habits— 
And Start with Blame

It is hidden deep inside of us. We cannot see 
it, but we know it is there, slowly eating away 
at our immune system, our self-confidence, our 
health. It is not a virus, nor a bacteria — in fact, 
it is not a germ at all. It is more like what 
some scientists and doctors call a co-factor. Its 
name is blame. 

Blame serves a very important function on 
an individual and societal level: when things 
“happen” to us, it is always someone or some¬ 
thing else’s fault; it shifts the attention from a 
possible internal problem to an ephemeral out¬ 
side solution. 

On an individual level, it keeps us from tak¬ 
ing responsibility for our life. If we go out one 
night and overindulge in sugar, alcohol, or 
cigarettes, stay up late and wake up the next 
morning with a sore throat, a stuffed nose, a 
slight fever, and feeling lousy, we blame it on 
the flu virus. We have even very conveniently 
defined a “flu season,” which always seems to 
start from the month of November and lasts 
until March or April, i.e., from the Thanksgiv¬ 
ing binge, through the Christmas and New 
Year food orgies, all the way to the final East¬ 
er dietary onslaught. Along with various stress¬ 
es always associated with holidays, we proba¬ 
bly “eat” a cold more than we “catch” a cold! 

On a societal level, it has been abundantly 
used by the establishment to create the myth 
of the patient as a “victim” of forces outside 


and beyond him or her, thereby reinforcing the 
status quo that dictates that health can only 
come from the white lab-coat experts and their 
cohort pharmaceutical and political allies. 

Contrary to what conventional medicine 
claims in its efforts to discredit alternative ther¬ 
apies, holistic practitioners do not unfairly ask 
their patients to take responsibility for all of 
their physical or mental woes. Firstly they help 
their clients in identifying which stressors 
(drugs, dietary habits, emotions, addictions, 
etc.) have lowered their immune defenses and 
left them defenseless against diseases. But 
then, and even more importantly, they help 
their clients in understanding why they created 
these patterns, this imbalance in their life in 
the first place! The function of a disease, a psy¬ 
chological disorder, or an addiction has often 
been found to perform a role of emotional pro¬ 
tection and fulfillment. This need for emotional 
security could have emerged out of past expe¬ 
riences of abuse, abandonment, or unconscious 
encouragement on the part of earlier caretak¬ 
ers. A child who only got his mother’s atten¬ 
tion when he got sick could very well subcon¬ 
sciously use the same strategy as an adult to 
get the attention or sympathy of loved ones.

End Conformity 

The backlash against queer activists and activism 
which marked much of the later part of last year and 
now threatens to drag its flatulent snideness into the 
present one, is terribly dangerous to all of us and 
therefore, must not go unchecked and unexamined by 
both those who perpetrate it and those who are forc¬ 
ed to respond to it. It is violent, it is mystifying, it is 
invalidating and it is cynical. 

If you are comfortable and happy with the way 
things are you can be sure you too are complicit in the 
backlash. The appropriate response to the present 
social context of oppression, hatred, discrimination, 
violence, AIDS, sexism and heterosexism is outrage, 
not swathing your shoulders with sweaters for a casual 
tete-a-tete at the Midnight Sun. However, the backlash 
has destroyed any sense of urgency in the struggle to 
end our silence and invisibility and has replaced our 
anger and passion with the image of the affable 
homosexual. Ugliness may be a questionable virtue, 
but courage and honesty are not. 

Queer activists are not above criticism, but nor are 
they below your support. The reaction to queers as 
reflected in our papers is invariably lifeless and snot¬ 
ty, overly rational to the point of being completely cut 
off, and no matter how liberal sounding — deathly 
conservative; more like a response one would expect 
to hear from those “adults” who, despising the vitali¬ 
ty of their own children, teach them “a lesson or two” 
with a cruel and murderous indifference to put them 
in their place. 

Well, queer people (who, by the way, represent a 
wide range of ages) are not your children — not in¬ 
tellectually, not spiritually, and not politically. Your 
respectability is not respectable. Indeed, it is this very 
conformity to oppression that we need collectively to 
fight and end.

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Banning the Ban 


After the new administra¬ 
tion consulted with the coun¬ 
try’s two openly gay congress- 
members, Barney Frank and 
Gerry Studds, both Mas¬ 
sachusetts Democrats, it was 
decided late last week that 
President Clinton would — as 
promised — end the military’s 
ban against lesbians and gays. 
He’s directed Secretary of De¬ 
fense Les Asp in to prepare an 
executive order that would 
permanently lift the ban with¬ 
in the next few weeks. In the 
meantime, according to Clin¬ 
ton aides, the military will be 
directed in a less formal man¬ 
ner to stop asking recruits 
about their sexual orientation 
and to stop discharging those 
who are found to be gay. 
These are the two points that 
would be the main practical 
effect, once an executive or¬ 
der is actually in effect. 

The two-step process buys 
some time for Clinton to dis¬ 
cuss details with senior mili¬ 
tary leaders, most of whom 
publicly oppose lifting the 
ban. Before assuming the post 
as secretary of defense, then- 
Representative Aspin himself 
let it be known that he didn’t 
favor lifting the ban, but now 
says he feels that “this plan 
can and will work in time.” 
The new administration has 
been under intense pressure 
from the whole military to 
back off from the campaign 
pledge, and Clinton aides had 
considered a plan to lift the 
ban without a presidential or¬ 
der. Gay rights advocates vig¬ 
orously protested, contending 
that delegating the repeal to 
the defense secretary would 
weaken the symbolic import 
of the move and undermine 
Clinton’s campaign promise. 
The new, tougher compro¬ 
mise was actually worked out 
by Aspin and his top military 
aides and was approved by 
Clinton and his senior nation¬ 
al security advisers a couple 
of days before he assumed 
the presidency. 

Representatives Frank and 
Studds approved the plan, 
and military officials said 
they were pleased as well that 
they would still get some say 
on how the change will occur. 
President Clinton is making 
good on his promise to the 
gay and lesbian community 
that supported him in record 
numbers, and his decision to 
do so bodes well for the new 
president and his commit¬ 
ment to equal treatment to 
gay Americans. 

Those close to the new 
president say he hopes to 
name an “AIDS czar” soon, to 
help in fighting the killer epi¬ 
demic. Clinton appears to be 
off to a good start, and gays 
and lesbians across the coun¬ 
try have every reason to feel 


that he will not turn his back 
on our community, unlike the 
two previous Republican ad¬ 
ministrations. Good start, Mr. 
President. 



Make Room for Hillary 

First Lady Hillary Clinton 
— pardon me, that’s Hillary 
Rodham Clinton — made it 
clear the first day in the new 
administration that she in¬ 
tends to be an activist presi¬ 
dential wife. Previous, first 
ladies have always operated 
from the East Wing of the 
White House, where their of¬ 
ficial duties usually were lim¬ 
ited to social duties or charita¬ 
ble causes. Not Hillary, who 
last week began using her 
maiden name again. She set

up shop in the West Wing, 
where she will have an office 
and staff near that of the pres¬ 
ident and makes little effort 
to hide her intentions to help 
the president formulate policy 
on a score of issues, including 
health care and domestic is¬ 
sues. 

It is a well-known fact that 
Bill Clinton considers his wife 
to be his “closest and most 
trusted” adviser. While it has 
been officially announced 
only that the first lady will su¬ 
pervise the drafting of a pro¬ 
posal to revamp the nation’s 
health care system, aides to 
the new president quietly say 
that Mrs. Clinton will wield 
“immense influence” on any 
and every issue that confronts 
the new president. Early in 
the campaign last year Hillary 
Clinton and her husband 
boasted in jest about the tal¬ 
ents of the candidate’s wife, 
saying “Vote for one, get one 
free,” and while Mrs. Clinton 
tried to low-key her presence 
in the campaign, few who 
knew her doubted that it 
would be his wife to whom 
the president would most of¬ 
ten turn for advice on an 
array of issues facing the new 
administration. 

A number of gay and les¬ 
bian Clinton supporters from 


San Francisco attended last 
week’s Inauguration, Supervi¬ 
sors Carole Migden and 
Roberta Achtenberg among 
them. 

During the “open house” at 
the White House the day after 
Clinton took office, a number 
of gays and lesbians went 
through the line to wish the 
new president well. Two gay 
men from Washington stood 
in front of the new president 
and vice president as one in¬ 
troduced the other to Clinton 
as “my husband”; Clinton 
warmly shook both men’s 
hands and smiled broadly; 
“he was hip and clearly ap¬ 
proved,” said one of the two. 

Some of Dee Dee Myers’ 
friends (she has a number of 
close friends in the city) are 
openly concerned that she 
might in fact be presidential 
press secretary in name only; 
Myers has the coveted title, 
but, unlike her predecessor, 
Marlin Fitzwater, Myers 
doesn’t get the traditional 
rank of assistant to the presi¬ 
dent (she’s a deputy assistant); 
she will not have a spacious 
office — complete with fire¬ 
place and a bank of color tele¬ 
visions — usually awarded a 
press secretary. Although she 
will earn $119,300 annually, 
that too is a reduction from 
the $129,500 usually paid for 
the position, and most impor¬ 
tantly, she has already been 
advised that the responsibility 
for the daily press briefings 
will be handled by White 
House communications direc¬ 
tor George Stephanopoulos, 
the baby-faced spokesperson 
for the campaign. 

Some women’s groups 
have already voiced disap¬ 
pointment at Myers’ seeming¬ 
ly being pushed aside. “What 
good does it do to name a 
woman the first presidential 
press secretary and have the 
press ignore her?” asked one 
official from the National Or¬ 
ganization for Women. 

Washington’s gay bars re¬ 
portedly did a booming busi¬ 
ness during Inaugural week 
and it seems just about every¬ 
one in the gay and lesbian 
community made it to D. C.’s 
Brass Rail, one of the Dis¬ 
trict’s better-known gay 
nightspots. 

Insiders knew immediately 
that the nomination of Attor¬ 
ney General-designate Zoe 
Baird was in big trouble last 
week when Senators Dianne 
Feinstein and Carol Moseley- 
Braun, the only women on 
the Senate Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee, let it be known in a not- 
too-subtle way that they 
weren’t buying Baird’s expla¬ 
nation of how she knowingly 
hired two undocumented im¬ 
migrants, particularly when it

A Rock, A River, A Tree 
and there we are amid the 
Rabbi, the Priest, the Sheik, 
and the Preacher—right there 
at the president’s Inaugura¬ 
tion. For once we came first — 
included, in plain English,

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Straight — and Maya didn’t 
stumble over it, she just 
wrote and read us right into 
the fabric of the globe and 
her Inaugural poem: The Gay. 

Thank you, Maya Angelou. 

Yes, we all hear the speak¬ 
ing of the Tree. 

Welcome, Bill Clinton, to 
the White House. 

Welcome, Hillary, Chelsea, 
and Socks. 

Welcome, America, to a 
new day. 

Welcome, Earth, to the lu¬ 
nar year 4691, the year of the 
Rooster. 

Bill Clinton is the first 
president since JFK to recog¬ 
nize the necessity of poetry, 
the first since JFK to move 
his personal library into the 
White House. Clinton has ear 
enough and heart enough to 
select a poet whose verse is in 
rhythm with “the pulse of this 
new day.” 

No, Maya Angelou’s “On 
the Pulse of Morning” is not 
the best poem I’ve ever read. 
It reads a bit too much like a 
list. But, it’s the best poem 
I’ve had read to me in a long 
time. Occasional poetry is al¬ 
most always better recited 
them read off the page. It’s 
about delivery, mood, and 
moment. 

Maybe we’d have a chance 
at world peace if every vote, 
every legislative and policy 
decision, every courtroom 
judgment took place only af¬ 
ter the poet laureate had spo¬ 
ken.

What might have been if 
Melvin Dixon had been invit¬ 
ed to address Congress before 
any vote could be taken re¬ 
garding AIDS funding. 

What would have hap¬ 
pened if Sapphire and Kate 
Rushin had taken turns at the 
microphone between testi¬ 
monies during Clarence 
Thomas’ confirmation hear¬ 
ings? 

I want to see the schools 
that might be shaped if Paula 
Gunn Allen and Paul Monette 
read to the secretary of educa¬ 
tion each morning. 

Justice might have a better 
chance if Eileen Myles and 
Dorothy Allison addressed 
the jury deciding the fate of 
Aileen Wuornos. 

There would be hope if 
Chrystos met with the joint 
chiefs of staff every morning, 
and if Essex Hemphill coun¬ 
seled the Cabinet. 

Let Assoto Saint and Cher- 
rie Moraga speak before the 
United Nations General As¬ 
sembly. 

Bring on Wayne Corbett 
when the governor speaks, 
Adrienne Rich when the state 
Legislature assembles, Nellie 
Wong when the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors meets, and Thom 
Gunn to precede the mayor’s 


remarks. 

Consider Audre Lorde’s in¬ 
sistence that “poetry is not a 
luxury.” How right she was 
when she wrote, “The far¬ 
thest horizons of our hopes 
and fears are cobbled by our 
poems, carved from the rock 
experiences of our daily 
lives.” 

Think of how enriched 
we’d all be by the infusion of 
poetry into politics. 

And into our daily lives, 
perhaps, we all need a little 
more poetry. 

The next time I consider 
pointing out a flaw in my girl¬ 
friend’s behavior, I will read a 
love poem by Cheryl Clarke 
or Terry Wolverton before I 
speak. 

And I think I’ll spend some 
time with Olga Broumas and 
Walt Whitman the next time 
I need a lift. 

When I need the courage 
to continue, I’ll visit with the 
words of Craig Harris and 
Minnie Bruce Pratt. 

Maybe poetry is our best 
chance to find the grace to 
look into our sisters’ eyes and 
our brothers’ faces and say, as 
Maya Angelou did, simply, 
Very simply 
With hope — 

Good morning. T 


San Diego School Board 
Gives Scouts the Heave-Ho

The Boy Scouts of Ameri¬ 
ca have lost a round in the on¬ 
going battle with gay activists 
over their official policy of 
discriminating against gays. 
On January 12 the San Diego 
School Board voted unani¬ 
mously to rescind permission 
for the local Boy Scout chap¬ 
ter to use school facilities dur¬ 
ing school hours. San Diego 
Unified School District has 
120,000 students, the second 
largest district in the state. 
Three thousand, mostly inner- 
city, teenagers will be affect¬ 
ed by the removal of the 
Scouts’ programs. 

The School Board is the 
latest official body to break 
ties with the Scouts after the 
abrupt dismissal of El Cajon 
Police officer Chuck Merino 
as an Explorer Scout adviser. 
During a news conference 
last year about gay-bashings 
in the gay Hillcrest area of 
San Diego, the off-duty officer 
was asked why he had joined 


the citizen patrol. He an¬ 
swered, because he is gay. 

Nothing more came of 
Merino’s statement until just 
before the elections, when he 
unexpectedly received a letter 
firing him from the Explorer 
Post he started in 1988. Meri¬ 
no was immediately backed 
up by his superior, San Diego 
Police Chief Bob Burgreen, 
who cut all police ties with 
the Scouts. However, despite 
much urging from gay ac¬ 
tivists, both the San Diego 
County Sheriff and the local 
United Way have refused to 
withdraw their support. They 
say they are waiting for the 
outcome of a lawsuit filed by 
Merino. 

That is also the reason giv¬ 
en by the San Diego City 
Council, according to Fred 
Scholl, a community repre¬ 
sentative from City Coun- 
cilmember John Hartley’s of¬ 
fice. But, Scholl says, calls to 
Hartley’s office from the reli¬ 
gious right and other support¬ 
ers of the Scouts are running 


20-1 opposing any action by 
the Council. “The gay com¬ 
munity is looking at this as 
one big yawn,” Scholl says. 

The lack of response from 
the San Diego gay communi¬ 
ty deeply concerns activists. 

“I am immensely fright¬ 
ened by the Boy Scout issue,” 
says Bridget Wilson, a co¬ 
founder of San Diego’s Gay 
and Lesbian Center and a co¬ 
ordinator for the Military 
Task Force. “I think they are 
painting us into a corner.” 

Wilson says the religious 
right is presenting the issue 
as “selfish homosexuals” who 
want “special rights” and are 
willing to “take something 
away from other kids” to get 
them. 

Since neither the govern¬ 
ment nor the gay community 
is doing effective education or 
replacing the Boy Scout pro¬ 
grams, “the tactic is succeed¬ 
ing,” Wilson says. It’s also 
“giving liberals an excuse for 
their homophobia.” ▼

The honchos of the armed 
services fear that this would 
be “prejudicial to good order 
and discpline” of the high 
standard maintained, for ex¬ 
ample, by the rapist Navy 
aviators at their last “Tail- 
hook” convention. Clinton 
wavered on this issue last 
month, which fanned the 
flames considerably, but this 
time appears to be sticking to 
his guns; he told them that 
the ban is going to be lifted 
no matter what, and that 
they’re limited to advising 
him on how to go about it. If 
you’d said that first time 
around, Bill, you’d be in a 
much stronger position right 
now, wouldn’t you? Let’s 
hope he’s learned a lesson 
from all this. 

To illustrate how much 
military fashion shifts around, 
and to put the current ‘in’ de¬ 
bate in historical context, we 
now take you back approxi¬ 
mate 2,400 years to the city 
of Thebes in ancient Greece. 
We join Epaminondas, com¬ 
mander-in-chief of the The¬ 
ban army, as he meets with 
his own Joint Chiefs of Staff 
to announce a radical new 
policy that will revolutionize 
their army and, ultimately, 
make Thebes the dominant 
power of the Hellenic world. 

Epaminondas strode force¬ 
fully into the temple of Iolas 
to meet with his staff. Clearly, 
rumors of his intentions had 
leaked out, for they were 
muttering mutinously among 
themselves and casting shifty 
glances in his direction. Well, 
he thought, there was nothing 
to be gained by wavering; he 
might as well grasp the bull 
by the horns, as the Cretans 
would say, and resolve this 
swiftly. 

“Gentlemen, the Spartans 
have conquered Athens and 
we all know that we’re next 
on their list. Unless we take 
drastic action pretty damn 
soon they’ll cross the border 
and, let’s face it, the way 
things stand now it’s pretty 
certain that they’ll beat the 
kilts off us. We have to 
change if we want to survive. 
Now, can anyone here tell me 
why the Spartans have the 
best army on the face of the 
earth?” 

“Because they’re scared of 
what their wives will do to 
them unless they come home 
victorious,” suggested one of¬ 
ficer, Aristocoles. The others 
snickered. Epaminondas 
stared them down into si¬ 
lence. 

“No, it’s pretty obvious 
that Spartan soldiers are the 
best because they’re queer; in 
fact, the most avid butt-fuck- 
ers in the civilized world,” he 
stated. 

“Who wouldn’t be, with 
wives like that?” the quipster 
whispered, but his fellow offi¬ 
cers were too cowed to laugh 
aloud. 

“The simple fact is that 
heterosexual soldiers just 
can’t follow orders,” Epamin¬ 
ondas continued. “Their very 
presence in the ranks under¬ 
mines good order and disci¬ 
pline. What’s the first thing 


most armies do when they 
break the opponent’s line? Do 
they capture the officers and 
hold them for valuble ran¬ 
som? No; they scatter in all 
directions to rape the women 
and loot the cattle.” 

“Unless they’re Macedo¬ 
nian, in which case they rape 
the cattle and loot the wom¬ 
en!” added the staff wit. Even 
Epaminondas’ glare couldn’t 
keep the others from laugh¬ 
ing at this jest, which was al¬ 
ready several thousand years 
old. 

“The Spartans never break 
discipline like that,” Epamin¬ 
ondas continued. “They fol¬ 
low orders. And they never 
desert in battle because

they’re fighting side-by-side 
with their boyfriends. No one 
will abandon their lover on 
the field, and no honorable 
soldier could face his partner 
afterward if he turned tail—’ 
(here Aristocoles had to bite 
his lip to hold back the obvi¬ 
ous double-entendre) —in the 
face of the enemy.” He 
paused dramatically. 

“If we want to beat them, 
we’ll have to purge all the 
heterosexuals from our elite 
regiment of armored ho- 
plites,” he concluded. 

The room exploded into 
angry chaos. One general, Bu- 
cephalos, jumped to his feet 
to protest, painfully aware 
that he was the only hard¬ 
core heterosexual present. 
“We can’t just kick heterosex¬ 
uals out of the army,” he sput¬ 
tered. “Anyway, how can you 
tell who’s gay and who isn’t?” 

“If a soldier’s got a 
boyfriend he’s queer, and if 
he don’t he’s not!” shouted 
Pelopidas, who was second in 
command and, not coinciden¬ 
tally, Epaminondas’ lover. 

“Well, I think that suggests 
an easy way around the prob¬ 
lem,” Epaminondas said 
jovially, winking at his part¬ 
ner. “We don’t ban breeders 
per se; we just limit service to 
oath-bound couples, lovers 
who’ve sworn an eternal oath 
— perhaps here, at the shrine 
of Iolas — to defend their hon¬ 
or, their partner, and the city 
of Thebes. Since women can’t 
serve—’ (the quipster consid¬ 
ered mentioning the fabled 
Amazon queen Penthisilea of 
Homers Iliad and her army 
of women, but calculated that 
this would cost him his job 
and so held his tongue) —the 
hets end up being de facto ex¬ 
cluded.” He smiled with satis¬ 
faction at the elegant solution 
and the confusing effect it 
had on those members of his 
staff inclined to oppose him. 
Even the staff bigmouth was 
silent for a change, he noted 
with satisfaction, although his 
face was a bit red. Now, 
Epaminondas decided, was 
the time to be conciliatory, to 
throw a few bones to the de¬ 
feated dogs. 

“Of course, we won’t ex¬ 
clude heterosexuals complete¬ 
ly,” he said. “They can still 
serve in the cavalry, who are 
mostly decadent, breederish 
aristocrats anyway, or in the 
peltasts, although we usually 
just hire barbarians for light 
infantry duty like that. They 
can even serve in some of the 
second-class hoplite regi¬ 
ments; but our elite force of 



heavily armored infantry 
must be entirely queer. That’s 
the only way we can field a 
line that we know cannot be 
broken.” 

Epaminondas rose majesti¬ 
cally in his place and raised 
his scepter, emblem of his 
supreme military rank. “An 
army of lovers can never be 
defeated!” he declaimed. 
“Gentlemen: I give you the 
Sacred Band of Thebes!” 
Caught up by his enthusiasm, 
most of the staff officers 
cheered and lined up — by 
couples — to take the oath at 
the altar. 

Bucephalos loitered ner¬ 
vously in a far corner, trying 
to decide if he should fight or 
switch; he stood to lose his 
high rank unless he were a 
member of the emerging Sa¬ 
cred Band. His eye caught a 
young, femmy-looking aide 
guarding the entrance. 
“Heck,” he thought. “He 
doesn’t look so bad. We all 
have to make sacrifices to 
serve our country, after all.” 
Smoothing his beard and hik¬ 
ing up his kilt, Bucephalos 
moved in to begin flirting 
with the likely youth. “For 
gods and country,” he told 
himself, “here goes.” Aristo¬ 
coles, the staff quipster, inter¬ 
cepted him on his way. 

“Look at it this way,” he 
said in a low voice. “That 
boy’s probably got less of a 
beard than the Spartans’ 
wives. Anyway, welcome to 
the club!” he chortled, heavily 
elbowing Buecphalos in the 
ribs and then prancing off to 
the altar. 

Bucephalos looked angrily 
after him, smoldering with re¬ 
sentment. “Maybe someday, 
maybe thousands of years in 
the future,” he told himself, 
“you won’t have to be gay to 
get ahead in the army!” 

(HISTORICAL NOTE: Al¬ 
though the above meeting is 
fictional — or a “dramatic re¬ 
construction” as it would be 
called on TV — most of the 
facts mentioned in it are true. 
The Sacred Band of Thebes, 
composed entirely of commit¬ 
ted couples of gay lovers, was 
formed around 380 B.C. and 
soon decisively crushed both 
the Spartans and the Atheni¬ 
ans in battle (at Leuctra, 371 
B.C. and Mantinea, 362 B.C.) 
under the leadership of 
Epaminondas. The Sacred 
Band remained undefeated 
for over 40 years. It was final¬ 
ly destroyed — they fought to 
the last man — at the battle 
of Chaeronae (338 B.C.) by a 
charge led by the (notoriously 
queer) Alexander the Great at 
the head of his own mostly- 
gay regiment, “the Compan¬ 
ions.”)'

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Gays Target Last Two 
European Sodomy Laws

Laws that ban gay sex in 
Ireland and Romania were in 
the bull’s eye as 150 gay/les¬ 
bian leaders from 25 coun¬ 
tries gathered in Brussels, 
Belgium, December 27-31 for 
the 14th International Lesbian 
and Gay Association Euro¬ 
pean Regional Conference. 

On December 30, the dele¬ 
gates protested outside the 
Romanian state tourist agen¬ 
cy, TAROM, in downtown 
Brussels, demanding the Ro¬ 
manian government repeal 
Article 200 of the Penal Code, 
which punishes gay/lesbian 
sex with a five-year prison 
sentence. 

The demonstration was or¬ 
ganized after Romanian em¬ 
bassy officials refused to meet 
an ILGA delegation, “an in¬ 
sulting response [that] indi¬ 
cates the true indifference of 
the Romanian government to 
these human-rights abuses,” 
said ILGA Co-secretary Gen¬ 
eral John Clark. 


The conference also peti¬ 
tioned the Council of Europe 
to reject Romania’s recent ap¬ 
plication for membership un¬ 
less Article 200 is repealed. 

“We are angry that archaic, 
repressive laws against homo¬ 
sexuality continue to be en¬ 
forced in Romania,” Clark ex¬ 
plained. “They crush the 
great hopes for change and 
freedom which were raised 
after the revolution. We de¬ 
mand an end to this persecu¬ 
tion, the immediate repeal of 
the laws, and immediate re¬ 
lease of those currently im¬ 
prisoned.” 

ILGA also asked the Coun¬ 
cil of Europe to suspend Ire¬ 
land’s membership because 
the government has failed to 
implement a European Court 
of Human Rights ruling that 
overturned that nation’s gay- 
sex ban. 

“It is now over four years 
since the European Court 
found Ireland’s laws to be in 
contravention of the Euro¬ 
pean Convention on Human 
Rights,” said Cathal O’Ciarra- 


gain, who attended the ILGA 
confab from the Irish Gay and 
Lesbian Equality Network. 
“We Irish gays are angry at 
the string of broken promises 
given by the previous govern¬ 
ment. We demand that the 
new government act to give 
lesbians and gays equality im¬ 
mediately.” 

The theme of this year’s 
ILGA meeting was “Lesbian 
and Gay Rights in an Open 
Europe.” Twelve European 
nations dropped trade and 
customs barriers and border 
checks for each other’s citi¬ 
zens on January 1. 

ILGA Information Secre¬ 
tary Micha Ramakers said a 
key result of the confab was 
the establishment of an ILGA 
Lobby Bureau at European 
Community headquarters in 
Brussels. 

The delegates also voted to 
establish relations with anti¬ 
fascist organizations to fight 
the rise of far-right-wing polit¬ 
ical groups and parties, Ra¬ 
makers said. ▼ 


Peru Fires Gay Ambassadors

LIMA, Peru (UPI) - Presi¬ 
dent Alberto Fujimori an¬ 
nounced January 2 that some 
of the 117 officials ousted in a 
recent purge of the Peruvian 
diplomatic service were re¬ 
moved for “displaying their 
homosexuality in a scan¬ 
dalous manner.” 

“I have nothing against the 
personal, private conduct of 
these people, but if it is the 
case of a person displaying — 
I will say it directly — his ho¬ 
mosexuality in a scandalous 
manner, it is not honorable 
for this gentleman to repre¬ 


sent his country,” Fujimori 
said. 

Fujimori said that homo¬ 
sexuality was rare among the 
diplomatic corps. “They are 
exceptional cases, not general, 
I want to repeat,” he said, 
“but there are cases like those 
which have been punished. 
So it has been necessary to 
act with a firm hand. No gov¬ 
ernment has been able to 
touch this diplomatic elite, 
but I believe that it has been 
necessary.” 

Fujimori, whose extraordi¬ 
nary year has included the 
dissolution and re-election of 
Congress, the capture of the 


leftist Shining Path guerrilla 
leader Abimael Guzman and 
the survival of a coup at¬ 
tempt, promised to continue 
ruling his country firmly in 
1993. 

“I will carry on with a firm 
hand, unless they kill me, and 
justice will take a while but it 
will arrive,” he said. 

Fujimori did not give any 
specific examples of the “un¬ 
acceptable” behavior which 
he said led to some of the 
diplomatic dismissals, but 
said, “If we are going to 
spend $50 million a year [for 
the diplomatic service], the 
people have the right to de¬ 
mand output, good conduct, 
morality.” ▼

Ammiano, Back from Japan, 
Talks About Gay Rights There

San Francisco Board of 
Education President Tom 
Ammiano returned this week 
from a ten-day trip to Japan, 
where he testified as an ex¬ 
pert witness in a gay rights 
suit. 

Ammiano testified in 
Tokyo District Court on be¬ 
half of Occur, a gay rights 
group suing the Tokyo Board 
of Education over its refusal 
to allow lesbians and gay 
youth to use a government- 
run youth center. 

The Tokyo Board of Edu¬ 
cation bans gays from using 
the centers, which include 
meeting spaces and overnight 
dormitory facilities. 

“The argument they use is 
similar to the one used by the 
U.S. military,’’ Ammiano told 
the Bay Area Reporter .” That 
gays would have sex between 
themselves because that’s all 
we do and it would upset the 
straight kids. My argument 
was that there were rules of 
behavior that apply to every¬ 
one beyond sexual orientation 
but it was the same kind of 
homophobia used by Sheldon 


and Briggs.” 

More than 400 people, 
most of them lesbian and gay 
activists and supporters, 
jammed the courtroom on 
January 18 for Ammiano’s tes¬ 
timony. 

Occur is suing on the 
grounds that the ban violates 
Japan’s equality and freedom 
of assembly protections. 

“It was really very incredi¬ 
ble. There were three judges 
but only one of them asked 
questions. It’s where we were 
in the 70s. The members of 
Occur are just so courageous,” 
he said. 

Ammiano said that his tes¬ 
timony was an attempt to ed¬ 
ucate the court about the is¬ 
sues lesbian and gay students 
face, including the fact that 
one third of suicides among 
youth are gay-related. 

“I talked about how we did 
it in San Francisco. Someone 
said that it could only be in 
San Francisco, but I said that 
while we were leaders, we 
are not alone,” he said. 

The suit is expected to be 
decided by the summer. 

During the ten-day trip, 


Ammiano also met with the 
Tokyo Board of Education of¬ 
ficials and urged them to 
adopt programs that address 
the needs of lesbian and gay 
youth — as well as HIV educa¬ 
tion programs. 

“They say they only have 
90 cases of AIDS in Tokyo. 
There are 14 million people 
in the city. They’re wrong,” 
he said. “People just laugh at 
that. They are in denial about 
sex.” 

Ammiano said he “was as¬ 
tounded” to learn that the su¬ 
perintendent of the Tokyo 
school system makes a salary 
of about $1 million per year 
and that school board mem¬ 
bers receive about $4,000 per 
meeting. 

Ammiano receives $500 a 
month as president of the 
board. 

In addition to attending a 
dinner sponsored by Occur 
and a viewing of The Life 
And Times of Harvey Milk 
Ammiano met with straight 
political leaders and elected 
officials who were interested 
in meeting an openly gay 
American elected official. 



“The gay rights movement 
in Japan is where we were 15 
years ago. It was just so in¬ 
spiring and I’m really excited 
about what Occur is doing. 
They’re incredible. Most of 
them are under 30. They had 
so many questions about the 
lesbian and gay movement in 
San Francisco, whether I sup¬ 


ported Queer Nation and 
ACT UP. Of course, I said 
‘Yes,’” Ammiano told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

During the trip, Ammi¬ 
ano’s partner Tim Curbo also 
spoke at several meetings 
about HIV/AIDS education 
and about his experience as a 
gay teacher with HIV infec¬ 
tion. ▼

How Bush Said Goodbye

Before he wrapped up his 
final days in office, George 
Bush delivered a terrible go- 
ing-away present to America: 
for the second consecutive 
year, the federal government 
is cutting funds for state 
AIDS prevention efforts. The 
result, according to health of¬ 
ficials and AIDS activists, is 
that people likely will die. 

Funding has dropped from 
$133.4 million in 1991 to 
$126.5 million in 1992 and 
$121.3 million in 1993, accord¬ 
ing to the federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion (CDCP). State health 
agencies requested $181 mil¬ 
lion in federal prevention 
money for 1993. Most states 
rely primarily on federal 
money to fund AIDS preven¬ 
tion efforts. 

Less money for prevention 
means more AIDS deaths in 
the future, said Margaret 
Skelley, director of the 
HIV/AIDS Project of the As¬ 
sociation of State and Territo¬ 
rial Health Officials (ASTHO). 

“It is expensive to pay for 
prevention, but it is far less 
expensive to spend money on 
prevention now than to pay 
for care in the long run,” she 
said. The average lifetime 
cost of treating an HIV-posi¬ 
tive person is about $85,000, 
she said. 

Dr. M. Joycelyn Elders, the 
president of ASTHO and 
President Bill Clinton’s choice 
for surgeon general, warned 
in a recent letter that the cut¬ 
backs will have a “critical im¬ 
pact” in the effort to stem the 
spread of HIV, particularly in 
light of “increasing public de¬ 
mand for HIV prevention ser¬ 
vices.” 

According to Elders, who 
currently heads Arkansas’ 
health department, requests 
for HIV testing and counsel¬ 
ing — which public health offi¬ 
cials see as a critical compo¬ 



nent in prevention efforts — 
has risen 30 percent in the 
last year, and the shortage of 
money has led to waiting lists 
in many states. Meanwhile, in 
some states, federal AIDS 
grants have decreased nearly 
20 percent over the past two 
years, she wrote. 

Elders blamed Congress as 
well as the CDCP for the 
funding cuts. In her letter, 
which was addressed to Sen¬ 
ator Tom Harkin (D-Iowa), 
chairman of the Senate La¬ 
bor, Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices subcommittee, she 
charged that Congress has a 
history of making recommen¬ 
dations on AIDS policy but 
then refusing to back up 
those requests with adequate 
funds. 

A top federal AIDS official 
admitted that the cutbacks 
may indeed lead to more 
AIDS deaths, as Elders 
charged. 

“She may very well be 
right on that,” acknowledged 
Gary West, a top federal 
AIDS official. “She’ll be the 
surgeon general, and she’s 
very knowledgeable about 
this issue.” 

“There’s no question that 
the most cost-effective thing 
we can do is to stop people 
from becoming infected,” 
added West, assistant deputy 
director for HIV for the Na¬ 
tional Center For Prevention 
Services of the CDCP. 

But, he said, “There will 


never be enough money to 
meet all the needs and we 
have to balance this with oth¬ 
er priorities. There’s also 
more money needed for treat¬ 
ment of HIV and for many 
other public health priorities, 
and when you get out of the 
domain of public health, there 
are many other government 
priorities.” 

AIDS activists said they 
are angered, but not sur¬ 
prised, by the cut in AIDS 
prevention funds. 

“The Bush administration 
has never been committed or 
farsighted on AIDS, and this 
is yet another example of 
that,” said Carisa Cunning¬ 
ham, spokeswoman for the 
Washington-based AIDS Ac¬ 
tion Council. “Each year, we 
have always advocated at 
least $1 billion more for 
AIDS than the president re¬ 
quests.” 

The federal government 
will spend $2.1 billion on all 
its AIDS programs in fiscal 
year 1993. With inflation tak¬ 
en into account, that’s about 
the same as fiscal year 1992. 

Although prevention mon¬ 
ey was cut from the federal 
AIDS budget, money for 
AIDS services and treatment 
increased by about $70 mil¬ 
lion. Cunningham believes 
that’s largely because treat¬ 
ment programs are more po¬ 
litically palatable to the con¬ 
servative Bush administration 
than prevention efforts, which 
often include discussion of 
sex and illegal drug use. 

“That’s something that 
conflicts with their cultural 
agenda,” she said.

sons and the president’s own 
National Commission on 
AIDS have long complained 
that the Bush and Reagan ad¬ 
ministrations’ reluctance to 
fund explicit AIDS education 
has impeded the Fight against

Michael Jackson to Clinton: 
Remember Ryan; Stop AIDS

Megastar pop singer 
Michael Jackson urged Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton to “commit 
the resources needed to elim¬ 
inate” AIDS during Jackson’s 
performance at Clinton’s In¬ 
augural Gala January 19. 

Clinton shook his head yes 
and made the arm-and-fist go- 
go-go gesture popularized by 
talk-show host Arsenio Hall’s 
studio audience. 

The next day, in his rela¬ 
tively brief 1,500-word Inau¬ 
gural Address, Clinton men¬ 
tioned AIDS. 

Jackson said to Clinton: “I 
would like to take a moment 
from this very public ceremo¬ 
ny to speak of something very 
personal. It concerns a dear 
friend of mine who is no 
longer with us. His name is 
Ryan White. [Applause]. He 
was a hemophiliac who was 
diagnosed with the AIDS 
virus when he was 11. He 
died shortly after turning 18, 
the very time most young 
people are beginning to ex¬ 
plore life’s wonderful possibil¬ 
ities. My friend Ryan was a 
very bright, very brave, and 


very normal young man who 
never wanted to be a symbol 
or a spokesperson for a dead¬ 
ly disease. Over the years, I 
shared many silly, happy, and 
painful moments with Ryan, 
and I was with him at the end 
of his brief but eventful jour¬ 
ney. Ryan is gone, and just as 
anyone who has lost a loved 
one to AIDS, I miss him 
deeply and constantly. He is 
gone but I want his life to 
have meaning beyond his 
passing. It is my hope, Presi¬ 
dent-elect Clinton, that you 
and your administration com¬ 
mit the resources needed to 
eliminate this awful disease 
[applause] that took my 
friend, and ended so many 
promising lives before their 
time. This song is for you, 
Ryan.” 

Both Bill and Hilary Clin¬ 
ton stood and quietly clapped 
as Jackson spoke. Mr. Clinton 
covered his upper lip with his 
lower lip, as he does when lis¬ 
tening intently, shook his 
head yes, said “thank you,” 
and gave the go-go-go sign 
with his fist. 

The next day at his Inau¬ 
guration, as he did in his 
November 3 election-victory 


speech, Clinton again chose to 
make reference to AIDS at a 
point in the speech when he 
just as easily could have re¬ 
ferred to one of a hundred 
other issues. 

Clinton said: “To renew 
America, we must meet chal¬ 
lenges abroad as well as at 
home. There is no longer a 
clear division between what 
is foreign and what is domes¬ 
tic. The world economy, the 
world environment, the world 
AIDS crisis, the world arms 
race — they affect us all.” 

November 3, Clinton men¬ 
tioned AIDS 54 seconds into 
his victory speech. He said: 
“This election is a clarion call 
for our country to face the 
challenges of the end of the 
Cold War and the beginning 
of the next century. To re¬ 
store growth to our country 
and opportunity to our peo¬ 
ple. To empower our own 
people so that they can take 
more responsibility for their 
own lives. To face problems 
too long ignored, from AIDS 
to the environment to the 
conversion of our economy 
from a defense [giant] to a do¬ 
mestic-economic giant.” ▼

The Week That Was: 
Clinton's Inauguration

For the first time in histo¬ 
ry, thousands of open,proud 
lesbians and gays enthusiasti¬ 
cally waved Rainbow and 
American flags while waiting 
to catch a glimpse of a presi¬ 
dent at his Inauguration. And 
for the first time in history, 
openly gay people fully par¬ 
ticipated in the nation’s great¬ 
est parade. 

On the “gay visibility” cor¬ 
ner — in the shadow of the 
Justice Department, the FBI 
and the IRS — the air was 
charged with patriotism and 
hope. Goodwill broke out like 
innocent prisoners suddenly 
freed from putrid, window¬ 
less cells of sanctioned hatred. 
There on the corner of Tenth 
and Pennsylvania avenues in 
Washington, D.G that sunny 
January 20 afternoon, it felt 
like the Age of Aquarius had 
finally dawned. 

The Inauguration cere¬ 
monies for Bill Clinton and 
A1 Gore marked a dramatic 
turning point in the history of 
lesbian and gay Americans. It 
also was the first real indica¬ 
tion that all the political 
work, and all the gay and 
AIDS activism that produced 
the first-ever gay voting bloc 
to elect the Clinton/Gore 
Democratic ticket, had been 
acknowledged by the admin¬ 
istration’s inner circle. In fact, 
open lesbians and gays were 
in the inner circle during the 
campaign, on the transition 
team, and are now up for se¬ 
lect, high visibility appoint¬ 
ments within the White 
House and its Cabinet offices 
— another first. 

The big week 

In Washington, power is 
achieved through access and 
access is achieved through ac¬ 
knowledgement. And during 
all of the Inaugural celebra¬ 
tions, gay people were ac¬ 
knowledged in lots of big and 
small ways. For instance, 
when Los Angelinos David 
Kessler of Project Angel 
Food, publicist Howard Brag- 
gman, civil rights attorney 
John Duran, and Duran’s part¬ 
ner Jim Keltner went to the 
sold-out “An American Re¬ 
union” at the Lincoln Memo¬ 
rial January 17, Kessler was 
informed that there were no 
tickets waiting for them. But 
he thought he’d give it a shot 
anyway, despite the 300,000 
others cramming the Mall for 
the free events and a chance 
to hear big name talents per¬ 
form, among them Melissa 
Etheridge. 

“I told the security supervi¬ 
sor: ‘We’re from ANGLE — 
Access Now for Gay and Les¬ 
bian Equality. We raised a lot 
of money for Clinton. I didn’t 
phone in soon enough.’ She 
went off to the side and spoke 
into her walkie-talkie: ‘I need 
a reading on ANGLE. OK, 
fine. Here are your four tick¬ 
ets.’ This is what access for 
gays and lesbians means —

that ANGLE would mean 
something to this administra¬ 
tion. This is what David 
[Mixner] meant by a ‘place at 
the table,”’ Kessler said. 

David Booth and Vince, 
his lover of 14 years, from 
Huntington Beach were also 
at the Reunion that Sunday. 
Booth, an electrical design en¬ 
gineer and Vince, a retired 
manager with Orange County’s 
Fluor Corp., are not political¬ 
ly active. But David had 
vowed that if Clinton won, 
they would go to Washington 
to be part of history. 

“We were all part of this 
crushing crowd. We were all 
there for the same reason — to 
celebrate a renewed confi¬ 
dence in this country after 12 
years of feeling almost unwel¬ 
come — especially as a gay 
couple. We had no problem 
holding hands,” Booth said. 
But what “blew [them] away” 
was the ringing of the bells 
and the “stupendous” fire¬ 
works. 

“We must go forward to¬ 
gether or not at all,” Clinton 
told the crowd at the Lincoln 
Memorial before ringing the 
bells. “Let us build an Amer¬ 
ican home for the 21st centu¬ 
ry, where everyone has a 
place at the table and not a 
single child is left behind.” 

The next day, January 18, 
was the celebration of Martin 
Luther King Jr.’s birthday. 
Ironically, it was the same 
day Catch One owner and 
AIDS Project Los Angeles 
board member Jewel Thais- 
Williams arrived with her 
spouse. As a child of seven in 
San Diego, Jewel had 
dreamed of coming to the 
White House. And now, al¬ 
most four decades later, the 
dream deferred was being re¬ 
alized — not in the same fash¬ 
ion as Mary McLoud 
Bethune-Cookman’s invitation 
from Eleanor Roosevelt that 
inspired the dream, but 
nonetheless as an African- 
American lesbian participat¬ 
ing in history. “There is def¬ 
initely a feeling of hope that 
maybe this time we as Amer¬ 
icans will advance enough in 
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our thinking and never go 
back to the time when the 
[Ku Klux] Klan is ‘in,’” Jewel 
said. 

Hope was the theme of a 
private luncheon with Clinton 
that afternoon. As two of the 
53 “Faces of Hope,” Michele 
Querico, 32, a PWA from 
Worcester, Massachusetts, 
and Dr. Patti Wetzel of Ft. 
Worth, Texas — HIV-positive 
through a needle stick — were 
able to talk directly to Clinton 
about AIDS. 

That night, as fur-be¬ 
decked Democrats limoed to 
different parties around the 
capital, about 350 gay rights 
activists gathered around the 
Navy Memorial for a candle¬ 
light vigil remembering gay 
sailor Allen Schindler, who 
was allegedly murdered by 
shipmates in Japan. [See sto¬ 
ries, page 15.] 

Tuesday morning Jewel 
and Rue Thais-Williams, fel¬ 
low APLA board member 
Eric Schockman, and APLA 
policy director Phill Wilson 
held one last private meeting 
with openly gay transition 
team health liaison Tim West¬ 
moreland about his final 
AIDS policy recommenda¬ 
tions. Afterwards they attend¬ 
ed a reception at the AIDS 
Action Council headquarters 
where scores of Los Angeli¬ 
nos, including ANGLE’S 
Chris Hershey and Susan Van 
Holden, shared stories. 

But Tuesday’s big blow¬ 
out was the party the gay

community threw for its hero, 
David Mixner, Clinton’s 
friend and adviser who is 
largely responsible for forging 
the links between the gay 
community and the Clinton 
campaign. 

“A Salute to David Mixn¬ 
er,” held at the Capitol Hilton, 
was officially sponsored by 
the Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund, the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund, and the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force. There were persistent 
rumors that Clinton would 
show up at the late-afternoon 
event. But, according to the 
Victory Fund’s William Way- 


bourn, the three gay groups 
chose not to fork over their 
proceeds to the Democratic 
National Committee to be¬ 
come an “official” event, mak¬ 
ing it unlikely that Clinton 
would appear. 

Even so, the new DNC 
chairman David Wilhelm did 
show, wrapping Mixner in a 
bear hug as he walked on 
stage. He honored Mixner for 
his “great work in mobilizing” 
the gay community behind 
Clinton and said “all of us are 
grateful for your support.” It 
is believed that one in seven 
votes for Clinton was cast by

a gay voter. 

Wilhelm said he “looks for¬ 
ward” to working with the 
gay community and the Victo¬ 
ry Fund. He said he believes 
in appealing to the “sense of 
hope, unity, and community” 
that “David Mixner and the 
campaign were all about.” 

But before David Wilhelm 
there was Senator Ted 
Kennedy, who won deafening 
whoops of approval when he 
announced that he will be the 
principal Senate sponsor of 
the Gay and Lesbian Civil 
Rights Bill this year. “Our 
task is no longer to hold the 
line,” Kennedy said, calling 
lesbian and gay rights ac¬ 
tivists “pilgrims on freedom’s 
road” whose “irrepressible 
force of faith met the immov¬ 
able object [of bigotry] and 
the immovable object has 
moved.” 

Kennedy held the crowd 
spellbound as he honored 
Mixner for a “life spent push¬ 
ing boulders.” He quoted Har¬ 
vey Milk: “None of us is free 
until all of us is free,” and his 
own slain brother Robert, on 
how each person who “strikes 


out for justice” sends up “a 
ripple of hope ... [that] sends 
down a current that can 
sweep down the mightiest 
walls of oppression.” The In¬ 
auguration of Clinton, 
Kennedy said, is a “great vic¬ 
tory ... at last those great 
walls are finally coming 
down.” 

But as appreciative as the 
crowd was for Kennedy and 
Wilhelm’s outreach, the night 
belonged to Mixner and the 
work of all those lesbians and 
gays who worked to so hard 
to achieve this place at the 
table — but had died too soon 
of AIDS. 

The thousand-plus crowd 
fell silent during the video¬ 
tape tribute as Mixner talked 
about how he has lost “85 per¬ 
cent of friends of my age 
group — and it did not have to 
happen.” The video ran down 
a list of names, stopping at one 
point on that of Peter Scott, 
one of the co-founders with 
Mixner and attorneys Diane 
Abbitt and Roberta Bennet of 
the once premier gay political 
organization MECLA. 

A news clipping showed a 
picture of Scott — dead of 
AIDS at 50 on May 3, 1989. 
“He was the most important 
person in my life and he didn’t 
have to die,” Mixner said. 


“Ronald Reagan and George 
Bush killed him.” After Scott’s 
death Mixner swore that “not 
one more gay child would go 
through this if I had anything 
to do with it.” 

Everyone, including Dr. 
Scott Hitt on stage, dissolved 
into tears. When Mixner took 
the stage, the room exploded 
with grief, love, gratitude, and 
a sense, as Mixner put it, of “a 
community that has come of 
age.” 

“It’s over,” Mixner said, 
talking about the systematic 
exclusion of lesbians and gays 
from military service. “In the 
very near future Tracey 
Thorne is going to be flying 
again for this country.” And, 
referring to Clinton’s now fa¬ 
mous line, “I have a vision and 
you are a part of it,” Mixner 
said, “We too have a vision. 
We too are dreaming again.” 
It’s a vision that includes pas¬ 
sage of the Gay and Lesbian 
Civil Rights Bill, and “growing 
old with our friends [where] 
we don’t have to pick out cas¬ 
kets but beaches.” Finally it’s 
one vision — “no matter what 
our differences, we are united 
as gays and lesbians, and we 
are proud and strong.” 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg took a 
private moment to reflect on 
her friend Randy Klose, the 
former board co-chair of the 
Human Rights Campaign 
Fund, whose personal fortune 
and passionate fundraising 
helped finance HRCF, launch 
the Victory Fund, and con¬ 
tribute identifiable gay dollars 
to the Clinton campaign. Klose 
died of AIDS before Clinton’s 
election. 

The Mixner event was fol¬ 
lowed by an NGLTF dinner, 
where residual disappointment 
over not seeing Clinton was 
dissipated by socializing and 
an appearance by now openly 
lesbian performer Janis Ian of 


enteen” fame. From there 
some party-goers went to the 
hip “Zei Club” while others 
went on to the 52nd Presiden¬ 
tial Inaugural Gala where 
Michael Jackson spoke of his 
friend Ryan White and Barbra 
Streisand talked about Amer¬ 
ica’s strength in diversity. 

The big day 

The following morning, Jan¬ 
uary 20 — Inauguration Day for 
President Bill Clinton — the 
sky was clear and the weather 
was crisp but not too cold. 
Lesbians and gays began gath¬ 
ering early on their “gay visi¬ 
bility” corner. Others elected 
to watch the historical pro¬ 
ceedings on TV. Others had 
tickets close to the swearing-in 
on the Capitol steps, while still 
others were in the thick of the 
crowd. 

“This is our time,” said the 
new President of the United 
States. “Though our chal¬ 
lenges are fearsome, so are our 
strengths. Americans have 
ever been a restless, questing, 
hopeful people. And we must 
bring to our task today the vi¬ 
sion and will of those who 
came before us.” 

In his Inaugural speech, Bill 
Clinton mentioned “the world 
AIDS crisis.” But it was 
African-American poet Maya 
Angelou who stood proudly at 
the podium, wearing a glitter¬ 
ing red ribbon, and specifically 
included gays in her “On The 
Pulse of Morning” poem about 
humankind. 

But for John Duran, David 
Kessler, David Booth, and his 
PWA brother Steve, who 
watched history unfold on C- 
Span from the warmth of his 
home in Hemet, the true mo¬ 
ment of change came when 
George and Barbara Bush lift¬ 
ed off in their helicopter. 

“We were all singing ‘Good¬ 
bye, So Long,’ and hugged 
each other. It was complete 
pandemonium,” said Booth. “I 


had a sensation like a cloud 
passing over me. Finally after 
12 years, that despair is over. 
In that one moment I thought, 
finally, finally Reagan-Bush 
and their genocide is over. 
Now we can get on with what 
has to be done,” said Duran. “I 
was crying I was so happy.” 

Ensconced in the Presiden¬ 
tial viewing stand, Bill and 
Hillary Clinton waved back 
and in the midst of the crowd 
Clinton found his friend David 
Mixner, who was seated di¬ 
rectly across the street. And 
while the rest of the crowd fell 
silent, Clinton pointed, waved 
and gave the thumbs up sign 
to the Names Project AIDS 
Memorial Quilt parade contin¬ 
gent, seeming to recognize 
Miss America Leanza Cornett 
and some of the marchers. 

Then it was off to the balls. 
HRCF threw a dinner. The 
gay community threw a Trian¬ 
gle Ball at the National Press 
Club where Joe Steffan sang 
the national anthem with 
Tracey Thorne and Mar- 
garethe Cammermeyer acting 
as Color Guard. Comedienne 
Kate Clinton called for a mil¬ 
lion people to March on Wash¬ 
ington in April, Congressman 
Barney Frank talked about the 
executive order on the mili¬ 
tary, and Congresswoman 
Maxine Water’s aide Sabrina 
Sojourner and National Latino 
Lesbian/Gay Organization’s 
Letitia Gomez talked to Whit¬ 
man Walker’s Elise Young 
about their upcoming mar¬ 
riage. Meanwhile, photogra¬ 
phers snapped away as former 
Perot supporters Debra Olson 
and Kay Cole made out in the 
corner. 

The kicker at the Triangle 
Ball at the National Press 
Club was when Elvira, Mis¬ 
tress of the Dark, announced 
from the balcony: “I’m not gay 
— but I could be talked into it.” 
As she laughed, singer k.d. 
lang leaned around and kissed 
her on the mouth, followed 
immediately by Melissa 
Etheridge. Earlier, lang had 
said, “the best thing I ever did 
in my life was to come out.” 

Aside from the Triangle 
Ball, lesbians and gays in 
gowns, tuxedos, and red rib¬ 
bons danced all night at the 
“official” balls where the Clin¬ 
tons and Gores made appear¬ 
ances, including the “MTV” 
and “Stealth” Balls with the 
hip, mainstream crowd. 

But perhaps the euphoria 
created by the sense of hope 
and inclusion generated by the 
new administration is best 
summed up by John Duran 
who recalled getting to his 
“An American Reunion” seat: 
“We’re here. We’re queer, and 
we’re in the second row.” V

the Campaign Fund have also 
called in volunteers to call gay 
activists and gay and lesbian 
newspapers and businesses 
around the country to have 
them call the White House 
and the Senate with their 
opinions. 

The move comes against 
the backdrop of a January 25 
meeting Clinton held with 
Senate leaders and the five 
Joint Chiefs of Staff on various 
military issues. Despite the 
pressing concerns facing the 
military here and abroad, how¬ 
ever, the discussion reportedly 
focused almost entirely on 
Clinton’s pledge to lift the gay 
ban. 

Already Senators Dan 
Coats (R-Indiana) and Jesse 
Helms (R-North Carolina) have 
announced that they will at¬ 
tempt to maneuver a Senate 
vote on a proposal to codify 
the ban into federal law. 

HRCF has said that, rather 
than 30 Senate votes support¬ 
ing Clinton, their head count 
sees 33 in favor of lifting the 
ban vs. just 26 in support of 
the current policy. 

Forty-six senators, includ¬ 
ing moderate Republicans like 
Senators Nancy Kassebaum 
(Kansas), Arlen Specter (Penn¬ 
sylvania) and John Danforth 
(Missouri), they view as “per¬ 
suadable.” 

On the morning of January 
26, Senator Alphonse D’Ama- 
to (R-New York) surprised 
some gay rights activists by 
delivering a floor statement 
supporting gays and lesbians 
in the service. 

“No government has the 


right to discriminate against 
its own people,” he said. “Gays 
and heterosexuals have served 
in the military in the past with 
honor and they will continue 
to serve honorably together in 
the future.” 

The gay groups are now 
hoping he will join Senator 
John Chafee (R-Rhode Island), 
a former Navy Secretary, in 
mobilizing Republicans be¬ 
hind Clinton’s pledge. 

Clinton, meanwhile, has 
told the Joint Chiefs, who are 
adamantly against lifting the 
prohibition, that the time for 
discussion of whether or not to 
lift the ban is over. He did, 
however, request their input 
on the manner in which to 
best effect the change. 

The Chiefs, not pleased by 
the move, have enlisted their 
top supporters on the Hill to 
carry water in their attempts 
at an end-run around the pend¬ 
ing Clinton order. 

On January 25, Senator 
Sam Nunn (D-Georgia), chair¬ 
man of the powerful Senate 
Armed Services Committee, 
told the press that he supports 
the status quo and will stage 
hearings on the ban in March, 
inviting military leaders and 
gay organizations to testify. 

“He’s certainly welcome to 
have hearings,” said NGLTF’s 
Kane. “But I think it’s irre¬ 
sponsible for him as chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee to not be familiar 
with the Department of De¬ 
fense’s own studies on this is¬ 
sue [and] to be implying that 
there hasn’t been enough dis¬ 
cussion and study on the issue. 


“It has been debated, it’s 
been studied,” she added, 
pointing to a number of Pen¬ 
tagon-commissioned reports 
calling for an end to the pre¬ 
sent policy. “It’s been studied 
probably more than any other 
issue in the military.” 

“Senator Nunn has made 
clear he supports the status 
quo,” added King. “But we 
hope that with hearings he 
will get to see that this change 
is inevitable and he should 
work to make it go smoothly.” 

Clinton has proposed a two- 
stage process in lifting the ban, 
beginning almost immediately 
with a de facto end to the pol¬ 
icy, calling on the Pentagon to 
immediately stop asking new 
recruits their sexual orienta¬ 
tion and ending investigations 
into the sexual orientation of 
those already in the service. A 
formal executive order lifting 
the ban would come within 
approximately six months. 

The Joint Chiefs have pro¬ 
posed a compromise which 
would leave the policy barring 
homosexuals in the service but 
would incorporate parts of the 
first step of Clinton’s plan. 
The idea in that case would be 
that homosexuals would be al¬ 
lowed to serve in the armed 
forces, but only if they kept 
their sexual orientation secret. 
This compromise has been re¬ 
jected by gay rights groups. 

Kane said that gay groups 
find the two-step plan “accept¬ 
able,” but only “as long as one 
of those steps is an executive 
order repealing the ban.” T

select the top 25 
under-reported stories, has 
again excluded lesbian, gay 
and bisexual news items from 
its list. Never in the 17-year 
history of the project has a les¬ 
bian, gay, or bisexual news 
item been selected for that list. 

Purportedly, Project Cen¬ 
sored seeks to “educate jour¬ 
nalists and the public” about 
important news that is over¬ 
looked by the mainstream 
press. The publication of the 
annual list of censored stories 
is a media event itself, receiv¬ 
ing national attention. 

Throughout 1992, numer¬ 
ous lesbian, gay, and bisexual 
news items were submitted to 
Project Censored by GLAAD/ 
SFBA. These stories included 
items on the passage of major 
anti-discrimination laws in 
three U.S. states, and on the 
significance of the lesbian/gay 
vote. 

Past stories never even con¬ 
sidered by the panel of “media 
experts” include the media 
blackout of the 1987 March on 
Washington (the largest civil 
rights march in U.S. history), 
the government suppression of 
a 1989 report on lesbian/gay 
teen suicide from the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Health and Hu¬ 
man Services, and the unre¬ 
ported story of the 1990 Gay

Lesbian Rape: What Part of 
'No' Didn't She Understand?

While it is well-known that 
the vast majority of rapists 
are male heterosexuals, dan¬ 
gers of rape exist in the gay 
community as well. And what 
is perhaps least known is that 
there are many documented 
cases of rape perpetrated by 
lesbians against lesbians — 
raising painful issues that 
must be frankly addressed. 

A case in point: in June 
1991, Mary Beth Flournoy (all 
names but hers, which is used 
with permission, are pseudo¬ 
nyms) of Washington, D.C. 
was raped by her friend 
“June.” Flournoy is 30, a grad¬ 
uate student, and former pro¬ 
fessional dancer. 

Flournoy and June were 
both in long-term relation¬ 
ships; they and their partners 
were all friends; and Flournoy 
also projects an assertive im¬ 
age. For these reasons, she 
thought she was safe with 
June. 

During June’s attack, 
Flournoy said she repeatedly 
insisted they couldn’t have 
sex. June would agree. 
Flournoy, who was desperate 
to negotiate a nonviolent end¬ 
ing that would preserve their 
friendship, would relax. June 
would then assault Flournoy, 
forcing her to fight June off 
again. During her attacks, 
June said she was butcher 
than Flournoy, that Flournoy 
needed to be taken down, and 
that she, June, was going to 
do it. 

“If I said ‘no’ once,” Flour¬ 
noy recalls, “I said it a hun¬ 
dred times. If I pushed her 
away once, I pushed her away 
a hundred times.” 

Finally, emotionally and 
physically exhausted by 
June’s continued attacks and 
afraid of hurting someone 
who had been her friend, 
Flournoy surrendered. At 
that point, June raped her. 

Although an older lesbian 
friend had warned Flournoy 
years earlier that women 
sometimes rape other women, 
and she knew it wasn’t sex, 
she didn’t know what the first 
assault was. Her confusion 
was typical. According to the 
1988 Ms. magazine study of 
date and acquaintance rape, 
only 27 percent of the women 
whose sexual assaults met the 


legal definition of rape 
thought of themselves as rape 
victims. 

Another case 

On February 28, 1989, 
“Fran Dixon” was raped by 
“Jen,” a friend of a colleague. 
Now in her late twenties, 
Dixon works at a social ser¬ 
vice agency. She had moved 
to the Washington metropoli¬ 
tan area only three months 
before she was raped. She 
didn’t have many friends 
when she accepted a co-work¬ 
er’s invitation to have dinner 
with her and her friend Jen. 

After dinner, Dixon felt 
safe, so she started partying 
with them. When all three 
women were quite drunk, 
they decided that since Dixon 
couldn’t drive, she should 
spend the night with them. 
That was fine, Dixon said, be¬ 
cause she knew she couldn’t 
drive home safely. 

After the co-worker passed 
out on the couch, according to 
Dixon, Jen decided Dixon 
would share the bed with her. 
Dixon then passed out. She 
awoke in pain to find Jen had 
stripped her and was raping 
her. She told Jen to stop, and 
Jen did. 

Dixon said she passed out 
again. The next morning, she 
realized she was bleeding and 
asked Jen what had hap¬ 
pened. 

“Oh, that happens some¬ 
times,” said Jen. Although she 
wanted to pursue the subject 
with Jen, Dixon said she went 
to work because Jen promised 
to call her. It was painful for 
her to sit and by the end of 
the day, Dixon realized what 
Jen had done to her was 
wrong. 

Although Dixon didn’t 
have the words to tell her 
lover what had been done to 
her, she was able to write an 
account. At first, her lover 
thought she’d had sex with 
Jen and got very angry. But 
Dixon was able to explain 
that she hadn’t asked for it. 
Her lover got even angrier, 
this time at Jen, and told 
Dixon to call the Rape Crisis 
Center. She did. 

Flournoy’s confusion was 
more extreme. The day after 
June raped her, Flournoy 
went to speak to her about 
what she’d done and June

raped her again. „ 

The Ms. survey found that 
women who were raped had 
a mean average of 2.02 
episodes; men who commit¬ 
ted rape said they had done 
the behavior to the same 
woman a mean average of 
2.29 times. As was noted 
above, most women whose 
experiences meet the legal 
definition of rape don’t realize 
they were raped. The attacks 
against Flournoy and Dixon 
didn’t meet that legal defini¬ 
tion. 

Fisting is a misdemeanor 

Both women were raped 
in the District of Columbia. 
Flournoy says June raped her 
with her hand, and Dixon 
says she’s almost positive Jen 
did also, although she has 
very little memory of her 
rape. D.C. law considers 
stripping and fisting an un¬ 
willing woman until she 
bleeds to be simple assault, a 
misdemeanor with a penalty 
of less than a year in jail. 

Like most rape survivors, 
neither woman reported her 
rape to the police. 

The day after she was 
raped the second time, 
Flournoy confronted June. 
“You took advantage of me 
and the situation,” she said. 
June replied: “Don’t tell me 
you didn’t want it. I know 


what no means.” 

“I’m sure my perpetrator 
thinks of what happened as 
just rough sex,” Flournoy 
says. In all likelihood, she’s 
right. The Ms. survey defined 
rape as vaginal intercourse 
between male and female, 
and anal intercourse, fellatio, 
and cunnilingus and found 
that “84 percent of the men 
who committed rape said that 
what they did was definitely 
not rape.” Since June and Jen 
didn’t commit rape as legally 
defined, there’s an even 
greater chance they don’t re¬ 
gard their crimes as rape. 

Neither Flournoy nor 
Dixon now have any doubt 
that they were raped, al¬ 
though it wasn’t easy for 
them to accept it. 

Dixon said it took her two 
years to recognize without a 
doubt that she’d been raped, 
two years during which she 
blamed herself continuously 
for another woman’s crime. 

While Dixon said it never 
occurred to her to go to any¬ 
one but the Rape Crisis Cen¬ 
ter, and she called almost im¬ 
mediately, Flournoy called 
several weeks later, on the ad¬ 
vice of many women. 

Because she was a lesbian 
who had been raped by an¬ 
other, Flournoy said she 
wasn’t certain if the center of¬ 
fered appropriate services for 
her. It did. 

Three years later, Dixon 
says she still has unresolved 
issues about touch. She comes 
from a close family and she 
had enjoyed touch and intima¬ 
cy. She says that her rapist 
(like Flournoy’s) took those 
pleasures from her, as well as 
the innocence with which she 
approached life. She had 
cherished that, and its loss 
was hateful to her. 

Shame, guilt, and support 

Mary Beth Flournoy was 
so traumatized by her rape 
that she still hasn’t had a 
pelvic exam; nevertheless, she 
believes her cervix was 
bruised by June’s violence. To 
this day, she feels ashamed 
and guilty that in the course 
of a normally developing 
friendship, the more bound¬ 
aries June crossed, the easier 
and safer it was for her to 
rape Flournoy. 

Both women joined sup¬ 
port groups of heterosexual 
women who had been raped 
by men. They said they didn’t 
think they could have han¬ 
dled being in an all-lesbian 
support group; that they are 
now afraid of lesbians and un¬ 
comfortable being around 
groups of them. 

Flournoy and Dixon were 
initially uncomfortable about 
the reactions of the heterosex¬ 
ual women. But like their 
families, the members of their 
support groups were much 
more supportive of them than 
the lesbian women they 
knew, with the exception of 
their partners. Flournoy says 
her partner of six years, Deb¬ 
orah Riley, has been “like 
[her] lifeline” for the past year 
and a half. 

Flournoy and her assailant 
were part of a larger group of 
couples who were friends. 
She lost five of her friends be¬ 
cause they couldn’t handle 
the fact that she had been 
raped by another woman. 
One of them told her she’d 
participated in her own rape. 


In contrast, she says, June lost 
perhaps one friend who was 
repelled by her crime. 

Since Dixon was relatively 
new to the area, she didn’t 
have an established network 
of friends she thought she 
could rely upon and who sud¬ 
denly abandoned her. When 
she found herself around un- 
supportive people, it was eas¬ 
ier for her to walk away from 
them. Since she’s prominent 
in the community, she says 
it’s also much more difficult 
for people to discount her as¬ 
sault, at least to her face. 

A “Speaking Out” work¬ 
shop for survivors of female- 
on-female rape was held on 
September 24, 1992. Eight 
women attended, none of 
them from Whitman Walker 
Clinic (the largest gay and les¬ 
bian social service agency in 
the Washington metropolitan 
area) or the law enforcement 
profession. 

Dixon said, “I was cog¬ 
nizant that it [female on fe¬ 
male rape] could occur, but I 
didn’t think it could occur out¬ 
side of relationships. I was 
confused. I knew it wasn’t sex 
but I couldn’t conceive of rape 
in that context. I had always 
thought of women as safe.” 

From the low attendance at 
her workshop, it appears that 
most other people think so 
too. 

FBI Uniform Crime Report 
statistics undermine that be¬ 
lief. 

Some statistics 

Some 30,350 people were 
arrested for forcible rape in 
1991: 98.7 percent, or 29,964, 
were male; 386, or 1.3 percent, 
were female. 82,228 arrests 
were made for other sex 
crimes, including statutory 
rape, offenses against chastity, 
common decency, morals and 
the like, and specifically ex¬ 
cluding forcible rape, prostitu¬ 
tion, and commercialized vice. 
While 93 percent of those ar¬ 
rested were male, 7 percent, or 
5,788, were female. 

The UCR definition of rape 
specifies a female victim and a 
male perpetrator, and charges 
those who aid, abet, conspire, 
solicit, or act as accessories to 
any crime with that crime for 
statistical purposes. UCR 
statistics don’t reveal the sex 
of the victims or whether of¬ 
fenders act of their own free 
will. They do establish that 
women sexually abuse other 
people. 

Grossly underreported 

Furthermore, Denise Sny¬ 
der of the D.C. Rape Crisis 
Center suspects female-on-fe¬ 
male rape isn’t nearly as com¬ 
mon as male-on-female rape, 
but she says with certainty 
that it’s grossly underreported. 

In 1989, Dr. Waterman and 
two collaborators published 
“Sexual Coercion in Gay Male 
and Lesbian Relationships: 
Predictors and Implications 
for Support Services” in The 
Journal of Sex Research. They 
found that 5.9 percent of the 
men and 8.3 percent of the 
women forced their current or 
most recent partners to have 
sex against their will. 12.1 per¬ 
cent of the men and 30.6 per¬ 
cent of the women had been 
forced to have sex against 
their will by their current or 
most recent partners. 

The study didn’t draw on a

Bigots Stripped of 
St. Pat's Parade in 
New York...

NEW YORK (UPI) - Po¬ 
lice Commissioner Raymond 
Kelly awarded a permit on 
January 8 to the St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade Committee, Inc., 
the group that said it would 
include gay and lesbian 
marchers in this year’s pa¬ 
rade. 

The action strips the per¬ 
mit from the St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade Inc., which 
stirred controversy last year 
by banning the Irish Lesbian 
and Gay Organization (ILGO) 
from participating in the pa¬ 
rade. 

The group is a descendent 
of the traditional sponsor, the 
Ancient Order of Hibernian’s 
St. Patrick’s Day Parade and 
Celebration Committee. 

“This is what we wanted,” 
said Anne Maguire, a 
spokeswoman for ILGO. 
“Hopefully this is the end of 
it, hopefully the whole issue 
is resolved for good. This is 
third time lucky. This is the 
third time ILGO has tried to 
get into the parade officially, 
so hopefully, third time 
lucky.” 

Kelly said his ruling was 
partly based on the October 
27 decision of the city’s Com¬ 
mission on Human Rights, 
that the 1992 sponsors “violat¬ 
ed the city Human Rights 
Law by excluding the ILGO” 
and ordered the Hibernians 
to offer ILGO admission to 
the 1993 parade. 

He said that he awarded 
the permit to the group he 


felt “has the most broad-based 
representation.” 

The winning Parade Com¬ 
mittee coordinator, Michael 
Keogh, said the committee 
was formed in November 
“dedicated to inclusion and 
pledged to include all appli¬ 
cants, those with past affilia¬ 
tion and those on last year’s 
waiting list because all of us 
are united by our glorious Irish 
heritage.” 

Members of the losing Pa¬ 
rade and Celebration Com¬ 
mittee could not immediately 
be reached for comment. 

The AOH refused to allow 
a gay group to march under 
its own banner, saying the pa¬ 
rade was a Catholic-oriented 
event and homosexuality con¬ 
flicted with their religious 
teachings. 

The ban has generated 
lawsuits, publicity, and con¬ 
troversy over the last few 
years. 

In 1991 Dinkins marched 
with a dissident AOH divi¬ 
sion that allowed ILGO to 
join in, but he refused to join 
the parade last year because 
gays were forbidden. 

Kelly said three groups 
had applied for a permit to 
organize the famous Fifth Av¬ 
enue parade, last year’s spon¬ 
sor, this year’s designated 
sponsor and an obscure en¬ 
trant known only as the 
Brooklyn Night Court Emer¬ 
ald Society, Inc. 

The 232nd annual parade 
will take on March 17. ▼ 


...But St. Pat's Spat's 
Alive in Beantown

BOSTON - A Mas¬ 
sachusetts Supreme Court jus¬ 
tice is considering a request 
from organizers of Boston’s 
annual St. Patrick’s Day Pa¬ 
rade to bar gay groups from 
marching again this year. 

Attorneys for the South 
Boston Allied War Veteran’s 
Council asked the court Jan¬ 
uary 7 for permission to ex¬ 
clude lesbians and gays from 
this year’s event. A gay con¬ 
tingent did march last year 
under court order. 

The veterans’ council ar¬ 
gued that it is a private orga¬ 
nization, and because it no 
longer has any financial ties 
to the city, should be able to 
bar any groups it wants to 
from the parade. It also voted 
to ban any group “with a sex¬ 
ual theme” from marching in 
this year’s parade. 

The Irish-American Gay, 
Lesbian, and Bisexual Gay 
Pride Committee was al¬ 
lowed to take part in last 
year’s march because a court 


ruled city funds were used to 
help pay for the event. 

“The council voted, and as 
far as we’re concerned, that’s 
it,” said Chester Darling, a 
lawyer for the council. 

However, GLIB vowed 
that it would march in this 
year’s event. 

The council also argued 
before the court that the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination 
should not be allowed to in¬ 
tervene on behalf of the gay 
group. 

The MCAD last month is¬ 
sued a preliminary finding 
that there was probable cause 
that the council was discrim¬ 
inating against the gays and 
lesbians, and scheduled a 
hearing for later this month. 

The veterans are seeking 
to prevent the MCAD from 
holding the hearing, saying 
the state agency “has no au¬ 
thority to force its values into 
the parade.” 

Justice Francis O’Connor 
gave no indication when he 
might rule on the issue. T 


New York Mayor Backs 
Domestic Partner Legislation

NEW YORK - Mayor 
David Dinkins, in a change of 
heart, endorsed a bill January 
7 to grant city workers in gay 
and other unmarried relation¬ 
ships the same employment 
benefits enjoyed by married 
employees. 

At the same City Hall 
news conference, flanked by 
activists for the disabled and 
elderly as well as gay leaders, 
Dinkins also announced two 
executive orders supporting 
city workers in unmarried re¬ 
lationships, effective March 1. 
One order established a city 
registry where unmarried 
couples could file notice of 
their relationship with the 
city clerk, who would issue 
them a certificate “suitable 
for framing,” said Daniels. 
The other order extended 
apartment succession rights, 
city hospital and jail visitation 
rights, and unpaid childcare 
leave to city workers in regis¬ 
tered domestic partnerships. 
It also continued bereavement 
leave for such couples, as was 
granted by former Mayor Ed¬ 
ward Koch. 

While lauded by the ac¬ 
tivists and municipal labor 
chief Stanley Hill, Dinkins’ 
actions later were criticized as 
too timid for not also order¬ 
ing health insurance and oth¬ 
er financial perks for unmar¬ 
ried city workers. 

In the past, Dinkins has 
said such benefits for city 
workers had to be won at the 
bargaining table, but at his 


January 7 press conference he 
blamed the state insurance su¬ 
perintendent, who has ruled 
that insurers cannot be forced 
to write policies that include 
domestic partners. 

“So today, I have sent a let¬ 
ter to Superintendent Salva¬ 
tore Curiale asking him to re¬ 
view and reconsider that deci¬ 
sion. It is time for us to be¬ 
come more aggressive and 
more creative in seeking a so¬ 
lution to this issue,” he said. 

Longtime gay rights ac¬ 
tivist Eleanor Cooper called 
the action “historic” and com¬ 
mended Dinkins, as did nu¬ 
merous City Councilmem- 
bers, Manhattan Borough 
President Ruth Messinger, 
and city Controller Elizabeth 
Holtzman. 

“I did examine the issue of 
cost,” Holtzman said. “The 
city of Seattle extended 
health care coverage, includ¬ 
ing dental care to domestic 
partners in May 1990... health 
care costs were increased 
only 1.6 percent.” 

Dinkins for months resist¬ 
ed pressure by activists from 
the gay and disabled commu¬ 
nities to endorse Intro. 277, 
which would grant broad new 
domestic partner benefits for 
city workers, but which he 
said would cost up to $75 mil¬ 
lion. 

Now, in an election year, 
prospects for the bill are con¬ 
sidered poor, but proving that 
politics makes strange bedfel¬ 
lows, Dinkins now is pushing 
the bill. 

Intro. 277 sponsor — and 


Dinkins’s rival — City Council 
President Andrew Stein, wel¬ 
comed the mayor’s support 
but criticized him for fighting 
a legal battle with a gay 
teachers group seeking simi¬ 
lar gay partner employment 
benefits. 

“The city should immedi¬ 
ately drop its shameful oppo¬ 
sition to the lawsuit and, as a 
first step toward citywide do¬ 
mestic partnership, grant 
health coverage to the part¬ 
ners of these city employees,” 
Stein said. 

Dinkins seemed to soften 
his stance in the case, saying 
that Assistant Corporation 
Counsel George Daniels was 
seeking a way to settle it. 

Besides gay couples, the 
orders could help other cou¬ 
ples who do not marry be¬ 
cause marital status would de¬ 
crease Social Security bene¬ 
fits. 

Dinkins cited Census Bu¬ 
reau reports, saying there 
were 2.6 million households 
with unmarried heterosexual 
couples and 1.6 million with 
gay couples in the city. 

Paula Ettelbrick, an attor¬ 
ney for the gay legal rights 
group, Lambda Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund, 
said the executive orders 
could help workers for pri¬ 
vate employers trying to win 
domestic partner benefits. 

Dinkins, she said, could 
use more creative insurance 
plans to create such benefits 
for city workers but they 
could cost the city more mon¬ 
ey. ▼

Schindler Case May Be Delayed

Court hearings began Jan¬ 
uary 25 in Japan for U.S. 
Navy sailor Terry Helvey, a 
suspect in the brutal murder 
of gay seaman Allen 
Schindler. But the pre-trial 
proceedings were postponed 
because Charles Vins, who 
was arrested along with 
Helvey the day after the mur¬ 
der, was unable to testify. 

“Charles Vins had an 
emergency appendectomy” on 
Saturday and thus could not 
testify, said Lieutenant Com¬ 


mander Betsy Bird, speaking 
from Hawaii. A Navy news 
release said Vins “will require 
five-to-seven days convales¬ 
cence. Vins is currently in sta¬ 
ble condition, and doctors ex¬ 
pect him to be medically able 
to testify no later than Mon¬ 
day [January 25]. The investi¬ 
gation should be completed 
early next week.” 

The hearing, similar to a 
grand jury proceeding in a 
civilian court, will decide 
whether or not Airman Ap¬ 
prentice Helvey, 20, will be 
charged with any crimes. If 


he is, he will be court-mar¬ 
tialed and his trial would 
probably be held six to eight 
weeks after that. 

Naval Airman Vins, also 
20, was court-martialed in 
November and convicted of 
three minor charges, includ¬ 
ing failure to report an of¬ 
fense and resisting apprehen¬ 
sion. He was given a bad-con¬ 
duct discharge and sentenced 
to one year of confinement. 
According to a deal that the 
Navy denies making but 
which other sources, includ¬ 
ing U.S. Senator Paul Si¬ 
mon’s office, confirm, the one- 
year sentence has been re¬ 
duced to four months in ex¬ 
change for Vins’ testimony 
against Helvey. 

Vins and Helvey were sta¬ 
tioned, along with Schindler, 
on the USS Belleau Wood. 
Schindler, a Chicago Heights 
gay man who had been ha¬ 
rassed and threatened by 
some of his shipmates be¬ 
cause of his sexuality, had 
told his superiors he was gay 
and was in the process of be¬ 
ing discharged for that reason 
when he was beaten to death 
October 27. His body was 
found in a public bathroom 
near Sasebo Naval Base, a 
United States facility in 
Japan, with his face smashed 
beyond recognition and all 
but two ribs broken. 

“This crime is a hate 
crime,” wrote Peri Jude Rade- 
cic, acting executive director 
of the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force, in a letter 
earlier this month to Zoe 
Baird, when Baird was still 
President Clinton’s nominee 
for attorney general. “As you 
must know, the Naval Inves¬ 
tigative Service has come un¬ 
der severe criticism for cover- 
ups and bungling of past in¬

vestigations that included 
Tailhook and the explosion 
on the USS Iowa. It would be 
in the best interests of Sea¬ 
man Schindler and the Amer¬ 
ican public to get to the bot¬ 
tom of this heinous crime, 
and the Justice Department is 
best equipped to conduct such 
an investigation.” 

Thus far, however, no such 
independent investigation ap¬ 
pears likely, and results from 
any top government officials 
have been a mixed bag. 
Dorothy Hajdys, Schindler’s 
mother, has contacted both 
senators Simon and Carol 
Moseley-Braun (D-Ill.), as well 
as all other senators on the 
Armed Services Committee, 
expressing concerns about the 
Navy’s handling of the case. 

“Sometimes I think [my 
son] won’t get justice as long 
as the Navy’s trying [Helvey],” 
Hajdys said. (See interview, 
this issue of the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter.) 

Senator Sam Nunn (D-Ga.), 
chairman of the committee, 
has declined to comment on 
the matter. Nunn’s press sec¬ 
retary relayed the message 
via press statement that “as a 
matter of office policy we do 
not discuss cases brought to 
the attention of the Senate 


Armed Services Committee.” 

Simon’s office has been in 
contact with the Navy for 
some time and earlier this 
month confirmed that Vins 
was at least a witness to 
Schindler’s murder and that 
his one-year sentence had 
been reduced. Other than 
that, said Simon’s press secre¬ 
tary David Carle, “There’s 
more to this case that we 
can’t discuss.” Carle promised 
“to keep tabs on the case and 
make sure it’s moving along.” 

On January 18, Hajdys and 
representatives from the Hu¬ 
man Rights Campaign Fund, 
a national gay and lesbian 
lobbying group, met with 
staff members from Moseley- 
Braun’s office. The new sena¬ 
tor’s staff has also been in 
contact with the Navy, said 
press secretary Stacey Grund- 
man, and as a result, Hajdys 
got assurances that the Navy 
would provide her with tran¬ 
scripts of the pre-trial hearing 
that was just postponed. (The 
Navy had earlier agreed to 
pay for Hajdys and one of 
Schindler’s sisters to fly to 
Japan in the event of a trial.) 
“We’re going to follow up on 
this matter with members of 
the Armed Services Commit¬ 
tee,” Grundman said. 

After the meeting, Hajdys 
and her teenage son attended 
a candlelight vigil sponsored 
by Queer Nation to honor 
Schindler. The next day Ha¬ 
jdys and her son were in San 
Diego, where Schindler lived 
for more than a year, for a 
memorial service. Planned by 
the San Diego Veterans’ As¬ 
sociation, the service was held 
at the Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church and was attended 
by more than 100 people, in¬ 
cluding many of Schindler’s 
friends. 

A candlelight vigil was 
also held January 22 in Seat¬ 
tle by a group of gay and les¬ 
bian veterans. ▼

lent in the military. 

Symbolically joining hands 
around the memorial’s map 
of the world, the mourners 
ranged from veteran gay and 
lesbian street demonstrators 
to decorated veterans of the 
service, many decked out in 
full military dress uniform. 

“Every man or woman 
who joins the service realizes 
that they could be called upon 
to give their life in service to 
their country. Allen realized 
that,” intoned Jim Crutchfield 
of the Gay, Lesbian and Bi¬ 
sexual Veterans of America. 
“The one reality that no gay 
person even considers when 
they join the military is that 
they could be killed merely 
because they want to serve 
their country.” 

The demonstrators ex¬ 
plained how Schindler, 22 at 
the time of his death, was sta¬ 
tioned aboard ship in Japan 
and had been awaiting dis¬ 
charge based on his acknowl¬ 
edgement of his homosexual¬ 
ity. Before that could happen 
though, he was found in a 
bathroom near the naval base, 
his head beaten beyond recog¬ 
nition against a porcelain 
sink. 

While two of Schindler’s 
shipmates have been charged 
with the assault, one has only 
been found guilty of failing to 
report a serious crime and 
sentenced to four months in 
the brig, despite his admis¬ 


sion of assaulting the sailor. 
The other was awaiting a 
U.S. military hearing in Japan 
while the vigil was taking 
place. 

The mourners condemned 
the military investigation and 
had special criticism of the 
Naval Investigative Service, 
which is looking into the 
crime. 

‘There is no reason for 
Queer Nation or the gay and 
lesbian community to trust 
that the Navy will conduct an 
impartial investigation into 
this horrible murder,” said 
Queer Nation’s Michael Pe- 
trelis. 

The speakers noted that 
the NIS is the same branch of 
the service that is charged 
with rooting out homosexuals 
in the military and targeting 
them for discharge. It is also 
the same agency which, dur¬ 
ing investigations into the 
1989 explosion of the USS 
Iowa, sought to blame the 
tragedy on a gay love triangle 
gone sour rather than admit it 
could find no direct cause. 
The NIS has since rescinded 
its conclusion and is facing a 
multi-million dollar lawsuit 
from the family of two sailors 
involved in the blast. 

Hajdys noted later that she 
feels that the military had 
largely ignored her requests 
for information on her son’s 
case until reporters for the 
Pacific edition of Stars and 
Stripes began publicizing it. 
Now, she noted, officials call 
her every week. Still, she 
stressed, she is not satisfied 
and is still looking to make 


contact with friends of her 
late son who may have been 
stationed with him. 

The Schindler case comes 
against the backdrop of the 
January 20 Inauguration of 
President Bill Clinton, who 
has pledged to remove the 
Pentagon’s half-century-old 
ban on gays and lesbians in 
the uniformed service. The 
activists noted that the man¬ 
ner in which he will make 
good on that pledge will go a 
long way in framing the issue 
of openly gay and lesbian 
people in the service. 

While the demonstrators 
are hoping the case will shed 
light on the need to ensure 
that gays and lesbians are not 
harassed once they “come out 
of the closet” or are discov¬ 
ered, opponents of the 
promised change suggest that 
Schindler’s case could be one 
of many if gays are allowed 
to serve openly. 

One demonstrator at least, 
however, had quite a different 
take on that argument. 

“Allen Schindler could 
have been any gay man or 
lesbian in the military,” said 
Margaret Cantrell of Queer 
Nation. “Every career person 
in the armed forces is in dan¬ 
ger now because of this ban. 
... But the next time I hear a 
heterosexual whining about 
feeling uncomfortable in the 
showers with a gay person, 
we need to remind them that 
gay people are getting killed 
in the showers by straight 
people. 

“This,” she stressed, “must 
never happen again.” ▼

Robert Allen Schindler's 
Mother Speaks About His Death 


By Bill Behrens 

Since October 27, when 
her son was murdered near a 
naval base in Japan, Dorothy 
Hajdys has struggled to deal 
not only with her son’s brutal 
death, but with U.S. Navy of¬ 
ficials who have been both re¬ 
luctant and contradictory in 
providing information or as¬ 
sistance. 

On January 7, Hajdys 
opened her Chicago Heights 
home to reporter Bill Behrens 
to talk about her son and her 
quest for justice. 

Bill Behrens: Why do you 
think your son was mur¬ 
dered? 

Dorothy Hajdys: When I 
asked the Navy what the mo¬ 
tive was, they said they didn’t 
know. 

BB: Do you believe them? 

DH: No, because the guy 
[Terry Helvey] confessed the 
day after. The other guy 
[Charles Vins] took the Fifth 
[Amendment] until just before 
his court-martial. 

It’s hard to believe what’s 
being done. Vins has only 
been sentenced to a year. You 
get sentenced to more than 
that for writing bad checks in 
the military. 

BB: Do you have any faith 
that he’ll be tried later on any 
more serious charges? 

DH: I don’t really think so; 

I don’t know ... . Vins was 
with [Helvey]; he watched 
him. He didn’t do anything to 
help my son. Even if he 
feared Helvey would hit him 
too, he could have run to get 
help. 

BB: And he did none of 
those things, and he didn’t 
talk about it later. 

DH: In the original report 
that we have, which was sent 
out the day of my son’s death, 
it said there were two wit¬ 
nesses who saw three men 
fighting. It doesn’t say that 
there were two men fighting 
and one man watching; it says 
there were three men fight¬ 
ing. I don’t know if the wit¬ 
nesses changed their mind. I 
haven’t heard a thing about 
them. 

BB: And the Navy says 
Vins was only a witness. 

DH: Right. But I can’t un¬ 
derstand how he could stand 
there and watch. For my son 
to be beaten as bad as he was 
beaten — you couldn’t recog¬ 
nize him at all. The tip of his 
nose was all there was; his 
whole head was caved in. 
There were lacerations all 
over, and his ribs were bro¬ 
ken. The guy really beat him, 
and I can’t believe that just 
one guy did that. I can’t un¬ 
derstand how anyone can 
hate somebody so much to do 
that. 

His brain had hemor¬ 
rhaged. His lung hemor¬ 
rhaged. He had two ribs that 
weren’t broken. The body 
looked nothing like him — I 
mean, nothing like him. His 
neck — you know when you 
have a turtleneck and it’s lay¬ 
ered? That’s how his neck 
was. And it was purple. His 
neck was purple, even with 
the makeup that they had on 
him, his neck was purple 
from the bruises. 

I was on [CBS] national 
news with Dan Rather, and 
that’s when I saw pictures of 
the bathroom. 


BB: Taken right after your 
son’s murder, or days after? 

DH: No, with my son’s 
blood all over. In Navy Times 
last week, there was an article 
that a Marine wrote about 
President-elect Clinton, if he 
was to lift the ban on homo¬ 
sexuals. And if a homosexual 
was in his barracks, he’d have 
to kill him. This is a Marine. 
The guy’s gotta be sick. 

I don’t believe that it’s 
right, being a homosexual. I 
believe that God made man 
and then he made woman, 
and that’s what I believe. But 
if my son was homosexual, I 
loved him anyway. If they’re 
saying it’s OK to kill a person 
because they’re homosexual, 
well in God’s book, it also 
says it’s wrong to kill. It’s like 
saying when Hitler killed the 
Jews, that was fine: They 
were just Jews. Or when we 
persecuted the black people, 
that was OK. 

BB: It’s making them less 
than human. 

DH: Right. And my son 
was a very loving person. 

BB: He had had no prob¬ 
lems in the Navy until he got 
on the Belleau Wood, cor¬ 
rect? 

DH: Until he got on that 
ship. My son was a petty offi¬ 
cer when he was home in Au¬ 
gust; by the time of his death, 
he was made down to a sea¬ 
man because he had gotten in 
trouble. He had got into trou¬ 
ble [for insubordination to an 
officer] three times in the 11 
months he was on that ship. 

BB: Do you think that’s re¬ 
lated to the harassment that 
he and others were experi¬ 
encing? 

DH: Yeah. ... The guy who 
came forward and said he 
was homosexual on the day 
after Allen was killed was re¬ 
moved from the ship immedi¬ 
ately and put in protective 
custody because they feared 
for his life. Why didn’t they 
remove my son? They’re say¬ 
ing that they told my son if 
there were any problems for 
him to tell them right away, 
and they’re saying that my 
son saw the chaplain several 
times during that period [and 
never said anything]. But he 
hated that ship; he hated 
being on that ship. 

BB: So you think that’s 
why he told his superiors that 
he was gay? 

DH: He told us awhile 
back — it was over a year ago 
— that he was a homosexual, 
and I never believed him. I 
knew that he had friends in 
San Diego who were gay, and 
I believed that he was just 
confused. Everyone knows 
how the armed services feel 
about homosexuals — they’re 
all up in arms because Clin¬ 
ton says he’s gonna lift [the 
ban]. So is he [Helvey] gonna 
be tried right? Or is it gonna 
be, ‘So what? He just killed 
another homosexual. Big 
deal.’ Like my son wasn’t a 
human being. He was. My 
son was active in the band at 
school; he played the sousa- 
phone. He taught swimming 
his senior year; he was on the 
swim team. When he’d come 
home on leave, he’d go with 
his niece and nephew to 
school; he had monitor 
lizards, and he brought them 
with. He wasn’t a bad person. 

There’s a lot of people out 
there who are terrible, and it 


seems like nothing ever hap¬ 
pens to them. And I just don’t 
want Helvey to have a slap 
on the hand: ‘You were a bad 
boy now; you really shouldn’t 
do that.’ I think he should get 
the maximum sentence. 

BB: You want justice. 

DH: And sometimes I 
think maybe [Allen] won’t get 
justice as long as the Navy’s 
trying [Helvey]. But maybe 
now, because there’s so much 
publicity. And we’ve sent let¬ 
ters to every senator who’s on 
the arms committee, so 
maybe it’s not something that 
they can try to sweep under 
the rug. 

All this is very painful, 
OK? But it’s worth it if it 
saves one life, if there’s one 
mother who doesn’t have to 
go through what I’m going 
through. I mean, I have days 
when you can ask me some¬ 
thing, and my brain will say 
what I want to say, but I can’t 
even speak. I knew the night 
before that everything was 
going to break loose about 
him being homosexual. I had 
been informed by Stars and 
Stripes the day before they 
ran it that they were going to 
run it, and that was on his 
birthday [December 13, when 
Schindler would have turned 
23]. And the day it was run, I 
couldn’t even talk if you 
asked me a question. I was at 
the church for awhile, and 
somebody asked me if I want¬ 
ed a Diet Pepsi, and I sat 
there for about a minute or 
two before I could say yes, 
even though I knew I wanted

to say yes. I couldn’t even 
speak. There was one day 
where all I did was stutter. I 
would never want anyone’s 
mother to have to go through 
what I’m going through. 

They [the media] tell all 
the things about my son. Was 
Helvey homosexual? Was 
Vins? I mean, we all know 
nothing about them. We 
know that Vins comes from 
some town in Michigan, but 
we know that his parents 
don’t live there. The only per¬ 


son who lives there is his 
grandmother, and his grand¬ 
mother didn’t know anything 
about the case. His parents 
live somewhere in Illinois 
now, but we don’t know 
where. And Helvey, he’s from 
Eloise — and Eloise, all it’s 
known for is an insane asy¬ 
lum. There’s a few homes, I 
guess, around there, but it’s 
known for an insane asylum. 
It’s 30 miles south of Detroit, 
and there’s nobody listed

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Sex Ed for Adults — 
And It's Hands-on

Eros, the Center For Safe 
Sex, launched a series of 
ground-breaking sex educa¬ 
tion classes on January 12 at 
its 2510 Market Street facility. 

The 17-session “SEX/life 
series” features a wide variety 
of workshop presenters, in¬ 
cluding San Francisco Sex In¬ 
formation trainers Steven 
Brown and Robert Morgan, 
relationship counselor and 
communication expert Isado¬ 
ra Alman, and former Mr. In¬ 
ternational Leather Guy Bald¬ 
win. According to organizers, 
the series will cover a wide 
range of topics, such as inti¬ 
macy and communications 
skills, tantra, massage, leather 
sex, anal pleasure, and health 
classes. 

SEX/life is a radical in¬ 
novation in sex education. It’s 
designed to be totally sex-pos¬ 
itive, expand the options of 
sexual possibility, provide 
new thrills, and enrich our 
sexuality within a context of 
sex,” said Buzz Bense, Eros 
education director. 

Bense told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the classes 
were designed to be afford¬ 
able — and are a hands-on 
opportunity for members of 
the gay community to learn 
sexual skills “in a safe, friend¬ 
ly and supportive environ¬ 
ment.” 

The classes are held on 
Tuesday and Wednesday 
evenings from 7:30-10 p.m 
and on Sundays from 2-5 p.m. 
Class fees range from $10-$20 
and no pre-registration is re¬ 
quired. 

“All of the instructors are 
experienced people who have 


been doing for many years 
what they are teaching — be¬ 
cause it turns them on,” 
Bense said. 

“There isn’t any other 
place to get this information, 
generally,” Alman, a state-li¬ 
censed marriage and family 
counselor, told the Bay Area 
Reporter .”By and large, com¬ 
munication skills are not 
taught in school. The best 
kids get in junior high or high 
school is a Family Life class 
that’s rather arbitrary.” 

Those kids, Alman said, 
became adults who don’t 
have a complete basic life ed¬ 
ucation. 

“Sex is just one aspect of 
what we call communication, 
albeit a major subdivision, 
but we talk a whole lot more 
than we fuck,” Alman said. 
“There are people who really 
want and need these skills.” 

Seth Munter, the SEX/life 
program coordinator, agreed 
with Alman. 

“When I learned to cook, I 
practiced cooking,” Munter 
said. “When we teach people 
to drive, we teach them in a 
car. Practice builds skills, 
competence, and proficiency. 
If we are serious about chang¬ 
ing sexual behavior, we need 
to develop real-life, hands-on 
education. Today we all need 
to know about health sexual 
practices, to open up the 
doors of ignorance and preju¬ 
dice and share about our sex 
lives. We can discover new 
ways to make sex more satis¬ 
fying, hot and more sensu¬ 
ous.”

with the phone company by 
that name. No one seems to 
know anything about their 
family. 

BB: People aren’t calling 
their parents. 

DH: Right. And I just won¬ 
der if his parents will be at 
the trial. In the beginning, the 
Navy wasn’t going to send me 
to the trial, but after it all hit 
the news, I guess maybe they 
think it’s better off to have 
me and my daughter Kathy 
over there, where they can 
keep an eye on us. 

The Navy is saying if 
there’s too much spat about it, 
there won’t be a fair trial. The 
Navy called me from Japan to 
tell me that the L.A. Times 
had called them, and they said 
that if I don’t want reporters 
bothering me, just to call 
[Japan] and they’ll make you 
stop and leave me alone. 

BB: That’s an interesting 
offer. 


DH: They didn’t tell me not 
to speak to the press, but if I 
don’t want to talk to you no 
more, they’ll stop you from 
bothering me. Which will just 
hush it up. 

BB: Do you think you 
would have gotten the offer to 
go to Japan at the Navy’s ex¬ 
pense if you hadn’t started 
talking to the press? 

DH: Probably I wouldn’t 
have ... . I don’t have extra 
money. I work for the Salva¬ 
tion Army, and I’m not com¬ 
plaining about what I make; 
we live. But there’s no way I 
could afford to go there. 
There’s no extra money for 
me and my daughter to fly to 
Japan. And I don’t think I can 
believe anything they tell me 
unless I hear it myself. 

BB: What’s your son’s con¬ 
nection to San Diego [where a 
memorial service was held 
January 17]? 

DH: Oh, he had a lot of 
friends out there. 

BB: Did he make these 
friends through the Navy? 


DH: Yes. 

BB: Was he stationed in 
San Diego? 

DH: Yes. Allen lived in San 
Diego for over a year. I’m go¬ 
ing there for the memorial; the 
veterans’ group is bringing me 
out there. 

When [the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund] called up 
first and asked me if I wanted 
to come to Washington, D.C. 
[for a candlelight vigil in 
Schindler’s honor on January 
18], I wasn’t that excited. I al¬ 
ways wanted to go to Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.; I’ve never been 
there. But I wasn’t that excit¬ 
ed. And I knew I was going to 
be the whole weekend in San 
Diego. But then when they 
said they wanted me to meet 
the next day with the senator 
[Carol Moseley Braun], then I 
thought more. Because the 
more people that know and re¬ 
alize what I’m going through, 
maybe something will be done 
right. ▼

CHESAPEAKE, Virginia 
— Two young white inmates 
say they suffered hours of 
racially motivated beatings 
and sexual assaults in the city 
jail while guards did nothing 
to stop their attackers. 

“Punching. Kicking. Peo¬ 
ple jumping off tables on you. 
Body slams,” one of the two 
victims told The Virginian-Pi¬ 
lot of Norfolk in an interview 
the newspaper published Jan¬ 
uary 8. 

The 18-year-old man and 
the other victim, a 22-year-old 
man, asked the newspaper 
not to identify them because 
of the nature of the alleged 
assaults. 

They were interviewed at 
the Virginia Beach city jail, 
where authorities are holding 
them in a protective custody 
cellblock. 

“They were saying, ‘We 

don’t like white m-in 

our block,”’ the 18-year-old 
man said. 


The two men, in inter¬ 
views and in a lawsuit they 
filed this week in Chesapeake 
Circuit Court, said other in¬ 
mates raped them and forced 
them to perform oral sex on 
most of the men in the cell- 
block. They were stripped 
naked and made to run a 
gauntlet of the other 
prisoners who beat them with 
shoes and grabbed at them, 
they said. 

Authorities have charged 
five prisoners with various 
felonies in connection with 
the December 8 assaults. The 
victims are suing the sheriff 
and jail staff for $24 million, 
alleging guards didn’t protect 
them and knew it was a dan¬ 
gerous cellblock. 

Sheriff John Newhart and 
his staff declined to comment 
on the claims due to the law¬ 
suit, other than stating that 
authorities had followed prop¬ 
er jail procedures. 

The two young men said 
guards didn’t make the re¬ 
quired twice-hourly rounds 


that night, despite jail staff 
records to the contrary. 

The guard’s desk was 
within easy listening distance 
of the block, an unidentified 
trusty told the newspaper. 

The two young men, fac¬ 
ing burglary charges in Vir¬ 
ginia Beach, were taken to 
the Chesapeake city jail De¬ 
cember 7 for an overnight 
stay before a December 8 
General District Court ap¬ 
pearance on similar charges 
in Chesapeake. 

The newspaper reported 
that when the 22-year-old 
man first arrived about 10 
p.m., “One guy said, ‘Hey, a 
white guy’s here.’” The guard 
accompanying him comment¬ 
ed that things looked bad, but 
the two men were largely ig¬ 
nored until the midnight lock- 
down and lights-out. 

“This was a horrible situa¬ 
tion. And it was horrible be¬ 
cause it went on for so long. 
... These guys were screaming 
their lungs out.” ▼

Just a Phone Call Away

C ommunity United 
Against Violence’s Cri- 
sisLine — (415) 333- 
HELP — is one of the most im¬ 
portant resources in the Bay 
Area for gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender victims of 
hate crimes. The volunteer cri¬ 
sis counselor is perhaps the 
only person available to those 
who have been victimized, to 
let callers know what their 
rights are, assist in getting 
help, and listen to the often 
harrowing tale of what has 
happened. CUAV crisis coun¬ 
selors also work with gay men 
who are abused by their part¬ 
ners — this may be the first 
time some callers have spoken 
about domestic violence and 
their first step towards escap¬ 
ing a life of fear. 

It Won't Always Be Easy 

Working as a volunteer on 
the CrisisLine can be demand¬ 
ing; being pulled out of bed to 
answer a call from someone 
who has just been attacked by 
skinheads is no one’s idea of a 
good time! But it is tremen¬ 
dously satisfying. As a commu¬ 
nity, we need to be there for 
each other, and listening to 
someone’s pain and anger or 
feelings of helplessness after 
being bashed can be one of 
the most important things you 
can ever da 

When callers first speak to 
a counselor they may feel iso¬ 
lated, crazy, and fearful. They 
may not know that they can 
file a police report, or get a re¬ 
straining order, or file a civil 
suit against the perpetrator. 
They may think that no one 
can understand what they are 
going through as a conse¬ 
quence of the assault they ex¬ 
perienced. Volunteer crisis 
counselors are able to provide 
the support the caller needs. 
The counselor validates their 
feelings, points them to the re¬ 
sources they need, and lets 
them know that they are not 
alone. The counselors also 
take reports of incidents of 
hate violence so that CUAV 
can keep the world aware of 
how frequent these crimes 
against us happen. 

When the telephone call is 
over, the counselor knows that 
s/he has been able to help 
when someone was most in 
need. Often callers thank the 


counselors for their support, 
or write to CUAV staff letting 
them know what a tremen¬ 
dous job CUAV volunteers do. 
Many of the callers are re¬ 
ferred to the client-advocates 
on the CUAV staff, who are 
able to provide short-term 
counseling; assist in making 
police reports or obtaining re¬ 
straining orders; and advocate 
with employers, landlords or 
businesses. Working as a 
team, staff and volunteers 
make a tremendous difference 
to members of our community 
whose lives are impacted by 
violence. 

Volunteer Now! 

The volunteers who work 
on CUAV’s CrisisLine are giv¬ 
en extensive training — about 
hate violence, domestic vio¬ 
lence, and crisis counseling 
techniques — and hear from 
speakers who are survivors of 
violence. The next training is 
scheduled to begin in March 
and will take place on six 
Tuesday evenings. Volunteers 
are needed to staff the Crisis- 
Line during office hours as 
well as when the CUAV office 
is closed. For people who can 
be available daytimes, there is 
also an opportunity to accom¬ 
pany clients to court, do in- 
person counseling and do 
more in-depth work on specif¬ 
ic cases. Women, people of col¬ 
or, people who speak a second 
language, and transgender per¬ 
sons are particularly encour¬ 
aged to volunteer. If you are

Witnesses Needed 

A gay man driving a black 
Toyota Celica was attacked at 
the stop light intersection of 
Church/Market/15th streets. 
This attack occurred on Sun¬ 
day, January 17, 1993, at ap¬ 
proximately 4 p.m.. The as¬ 
sailants were two white men 
in their early twenties, driving 
a full-size, dark-colored pick¬ 
up truck. They verbally and 
physically attacked the victim 
and attempted to damage his 
vehicle.

random population or ask the 
respondents about sexual coer¬ 
cion by or of people of the 
same sex who weren’t their 
current or most recent part¬ 
ners. However, it found the 
rate of forced sex in male part¬ 
nerships to be very close to 
that inflicted on women by 
their current or former male 
spouses or lovers, which Diane 
E. H. Russell puts at 13 per¬ 
cent. 

For unexplained reasons, 
the rate of forced sex in fe¬ 
male partnerships was more 
than twice as high. 

Dixon said that “(after my 
rape], ... I was at a loss with 


how I would conduct my life 
and my relationships in gener¬ 
al. I felt like I was going to go 
crazy.” She went on to say 
that female-on-female sexual 
assault gravely weakens what 
she calls the sacred bond of 
nonviolent female sexuality. 

Yet people who refuse to 
acknowledge rape, regardless 
of the sexes or sexual orienta¬ 
tions of perpetrator and vic¬ 
tim, become accessories after 
the fact. The gay rights move¬ 
ment was founded on the prin¬ 
ciple that everyone has a right 
to joyous emotional and sexual 
relationships. Gay people, par¬ 
ticularly women, could hardly 
oblige their enemies better 
than by ignoring rapes, which 
turn sex into torture, that are 
committed by lesbians against 
other lesbians. T

T he burgeoning zines 
market, currently as¬ 
serting its presence at 
several high-profile 
bookstands in town, includes 
two tasty San Francisco pro¬ 
ductions created by sex work¬ 
ers, for sex workers: 
Whorezine and Beef! Pictori¬ 
al. These homemade alterna¬ 
tive publications are meant to 
be savored by whores (their 
publishers’ term of choice) 
and their clients, although 
their focus differs slightly. 

The sixteenth issue of 
Whorezine, brainchild of ac¬ 
tivist/whore Vic St. Blaise, is 
out this month. Its cover fea¬ 
tures a juicy male member 
above the caption “Rented.” 
St. Blaise intends his zine to 
be a support resource for sex 
workers, a group which in¬ 
cludes strippers, dancers, and 
phone sex staff as well as 
whores — a label applied to a 
diverse lot, from streetwalk¬ 
ers and hustlers to call 
boys/girls and high-priced es¬ 
corts. Whorezine is notable 
for its resource list of health 
and counseling hotlines, as 
well as a regular feature on 
“Legal Stuff,” which makes 
sure whores know their rights 
if they’re arrested or set up 
for entrapment. Previous is¬ 
sues have included “Dirty 
Tricks” lists (chiselers and no- 


show clients), nutrition tips, 
“whorescopes,” and “fashion 
for floozies.” 

Beef! Pictorial, put out by 
photographer/whore Dick Pe¬ 
ters, is meant to be distribut¬ 
ed by sex workers to their 
clients (although both zines 
can be found in the racks at A 
Different Light and Good Vi¬ 
brations, among others.) Pe¬ 
ters is interested in providing 
a sort of consumer guide to 
whoredom as well as a client 
education manual. His pocket- 
sized journal features an ad¬ 
vice column for clients (eti¬ 
quette on everything from 
kissing to tipping) and select¬ 
ed photos of knockout es¬ 
corts. 

What follows are excerpts 
from a free-wheeling discus¬ 
sion I had with these two en¬ 
terprising publishers/men- 
about-town, one chilly after- I 
noon on the back patio at j 
Josie’s. 

* * 

Roberto Friedman: So you 
guys don’t mind being 
called whores. 

Dick Peters: I like the 
term whore. It’s important to 
reclaim it. Sex worker is a 
fine term, but it covers a lot 
besides whores ... 

Vic St. Blaise:... like sports 
figures, who won’t admit it, 
but they’re using their bodies 


to make money, which is 
what I do. All those fans 
should admit they’re clients. 

Dick: When people call 
politicians and lawyers 
“whores,” it gives us a bad 
name. “Prostitute” is a term 
designed by the legal system. 
I like “erotic masseur” myself. 

Vic: I see myself as per¬ 
forming a community service. 
I’m promoting people getting 


over their hang-ups about sex. 
We’re babysitters and 
masseurs who touch different 
areas of the body, somehow 
that’s evil and it ruins proper¬ 
ty values. 

What I like about these 
zines is that they’re opening 
up discussion about a previ¬ 
ously taboo subject, even of¬ 
fering consumer tips. 


Vic: For many people, [hir¬ 
ing a whore] is the first time 
they have to ask for what 
they want, and they’re real 
nervous about it. It’s good for 
people to know there are op¬ 
tions besides hanging out at 
bars or answering personal 
ads — why not hire a profes¬ 
sional? But a lot of people are 
still afraid of that, there’s this 
big stigma. 

Dick: Whores promote safe 
sex! We’re the people who 
know the most about safe 
sex, because it’s in our inter¬ 
est. 

Vic: Yeah, we’re profes¬ 
sionals. And San Francisco is 
a very small town, you don’t 
want to get a bad rep. If you 
get sick, that’s time off. But 
it’s not whores who spread 
HIV, it’s unsafe sex. HIV 
doesn’t spread on money! 


people call

And I think HIV positives 
should be allowed to “work” 
also. It shouldn’t make a dif¬ 
ference, everyone should be 
practicing safe sex. 

Do you think your line of 
work is dangerous? 

Vic:No. People who say 
“you’re asking for trouble” 
are full of shit. Exchanging 
sex for money is not an ex¬ 
cuse for someone to be vio¬ 
lent. 

Dick: I think male whores 
aren’t in as much danger of 
vice squad activity. 

Vic: Cops don’t want to 
pick up gay boys. They’d 
rather bust women with their 
clothes off, and beat off about 
it later.

I t’s the Sunday after La¬ 
bor Day 1989, and inside 
Maud’s, at the far end of 
the dark-polished bar, 
Paris Poirier knows she has 
one chance. Not even one in a 
million, confesses almost four 
years later, but just one to 
capture on film the closing of 
one of the world’s most fa¬ 
mous, or infamous, lesbian 
watering holes. “Maud’s 
would only close once and 
there was no other story quite 
like it. I had to get it all that 
week, because it would never 
happen again.” 

That September 
afternoon, in the Haight-Ash- 
bury neighborhood that was 


home to 
her “Maudies” for 23 years, 
Poirier and her film crew 
were doing what few 
done before: documenting ;

But the randy 
Russian’s relatives are saying 
they want every last ruble 
from his vast estate — and are 
promising to contest his will.” 

New York magazine re¬ 
ports on Larry Kramer's 
latest broadside, this time a 
letter to Robert MacNeil 
of the MacNeil/Lehrer News 
Hour. It wasn’t anything 
Miss Manners would ap¬ 
prove of: “[Your show] has 
the worst record on gay and 
AIDS coverage of any news 
program.” Kramer also outed 
MacNeil’s son in the letter: 
“Are you that ashamed of 
him that you cannot bear for 
your program to deal with is¬ 
sues that remind you of him?” 
MacNeil wrote back that the 
show did deal with gay and 
AIDS issues, and as for his 
son, “I am offended by your 
charge of hypocrisy regarding 
my son. I am very proud of 
him personally and profes¬ 
sionally.” While New York 
says that MacNeil included 
“an extensive list” of 
gay/AIDS segments on his 
news hour, regular viewers 
know that, as far as his attack 
on the show goes, Kramer 
was on target.

'Raft'Shows the 
Spectrum of AIDS 

Direct 

Appeal

W andering through 
a gay bookstore in 
New York City, 
playwright Joseph 
Pintauro noticed an ad on a 
bulletin board soliciting plays 
to be performed by a group 
of HIV-positive actors. He set 
to work on what was to be¬ 
come Raft of the Medusa (the 
title is taken from a famous 
painting by Theodore Geri- 
cault that depicts the ship¬ 
wrecked survivors of the 
frigate “Medusa” that sunk of 
the coast of Senegal in 1816). 
Several months later, with a 
completed manuscript in 
hand, he called the number in 
the ad and was informed that 
the group had been disband¬ 
ed — all the actors had died. 

So began the odyssey of 
Raft of the Medusa, a 13- 
character examination of the 
AIDS crisis that was never 
meant to be seen by an audi¬ 
ence. After a successful run 
off-Broadway last year and 
productions in Canada, 
Boston, and Los Angeles, the 
play makes its Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia debut at the Actors 
Theatre of San Francisco this 
Friday, January 29. 

By presenting a cross sec¬ 
tion of the AIDS-infected 
community in his play, Pin¬ 
tauro, a former priest who 
lives in Manhattan with his 
lover of 14 years, attempts to 
show the impact of the dis¬ 
ease beyond the gay commu¬ 
nity. Set in a support group 
meeting for PWAs, the play 
features gay characters, but 
also includes a heterosexual 
woman exposed to the dis¬ 
ease through a one-night 
stand, a teen-age girl whose 
first sexual experience was 
with an i.v. drug user, a mute 
homeless woman (also an IV 
drug user), and a heterosexual 
ex-con who was gang raped 
in prison. It is this diversity 
and broad range of characters 
that drew the Actors Theatre 
to the play. 

Responsibility to Expose 

Chris Phillips, artistic di¬ 
rector of the Actors Theatre 
and co-director of Raft, says 
his company had wanted very 
much to do an AIDS play 
when Raft came floating 
along. Phillips explains that 
because of his company’s lo¬ 
cation on Sutter Street and its 
close proximity to the Union 
Square theatre district, he 
feels a responsibility to ex¬ 
pose his audience to an AIDS 
play. “We pull in a lot of 
tourists,” he says. “I feel our 
audience is pretty mainstream 
and is not going to seek out 
an AIDS play. They are not 
as exposed to the AIDS crisis

as they should be. 

“Now, I don’t want to be 
an artist telling the communi¬ 
ty what they should be ex¬ 
posed to, but the point of 
Raft is that it brings AIDS 
into the mainstream. It accu¬ 
rately represents the statisti¬ 
cal numbers that make AIDS 
much more than a gay dis¬ 
ease.” 

Phillips’ co-director F. 
Allen Sawyer says his attrac¬ 
tion to Raft is its direct ap¬ 
peal to every member of its 
audience. “No matter who the 
audience member is — 
straight, gay, black, white, 
Hispanic, old, young, whatev¬ 
er — he or she cannot see this 
play and say, ‘It can’t happen 
to me,’ because they’re up 
there,” he says. “You cannot 
come into the theatre and say, 
‘Well, that’s someone else’s 
problem.’ Instead, you say, 
‘That could be me.’ “ 

Though the play is only a 
year and a half old, Pintauro 
has been working closely 
with the directors on it, offer¬ 
ing rewrites and advice to 
make sure every last detail 


down to the correct names for 
new drugs is up-to-date. Pin¬ 
tauro is even scheduled to 
show up for the final re¬ 
hearsals and the previews to 
help fine tune the production. 

Political and Personal 

Aside from exposing the 
audience to the spectrum of 
people with AIDS, Raft also 
gives voice to the concerns of 
those living with the disease. 
In the San Francisco produc¬ 
tion, several HIV-positive ac¬ 
tors have been cast. This has 
had a big impact on the cast 
and crew of the play. Special 
considerations have to be 
made in dealing with sick ac¬ 
tors: other cast members have 
to alert their co-workers if 


they have a cold; rest areas 
are required so actors can lie 
down during breaks; under¬ 
studies have to be carefully 
prepared; performance sched¬ 
ules may have to be cut back; 
etc. 

The Actors Theatre cast 
and crew have had to deal 
with some strong and very 
real emotions during re¬ 
hearsals. “This is the most 
powerful theatre I’ve ever 
been involved with,” co-direc¬ 
tor Phillips says. “This is po¬ 
litical theatre, but it’s as per¬ 
sonal as theatre gets.” Phillips 
and Sawyer relate a story 
about one of the HIV-positive 
actors whose condition wors¬ 
ened late into production. He 
was hospitalized and had to 


have a catheter inserted into 
his lungs. Three days later, 
the actor was at rehearsal ask¬ 
ing that he be allowed to take 
part in the run-through. 

“I grew up with stories of 
the Group Theatre and polit¬ 
ical theatre of the Depres¬ 
sion,” Phillips says. “It was an 
era during which theatre was 
alive, really alive. We found¬ 
ed the Actors Theatre to try 
and capture that. We didn’t 
really know what it was we 
were trying to capture, 
though, until we got a hold 
of this play.” ▼

ing references to the Holo¬ 
caust, without amplification 
or development, can create 
some uncomfortable feelings 
for the viewer. 

I Remember Mama 

Jewish dykes sitting beside 
me were offended by the per¬ 
formers’ impersonations of 
their mothers. They felt the 
artists were presenting cheap 
humor at the expense of 
women. The Israeli stud-muf¬ 
fin I was with also disliked 
the Jewish mother routine, 
seeing it as mere perpetuation 
of a stereotype. The skit did 
not strike me as wantonly 
tnisogynous or mere cartoon: 
these men were exorcising 
personal demons through 
their (perhaps overly broad) 
incarnations of their Yiddish 
mamas. The sequence is 
clearly performed as ritual; 
the performers put on neck¬ 
laces, lipstick, and earrings 
with deliberation. As they 
“put on” their mothers’ voic¬ 
es, they name their personal 
histories in turn, in highly rit¬ 
ualized fashion. 

Unfortunately, Jew Meat 
often resorts to a familiar 
cathartic formula with its 
emotionally painful disclo¬ 
sures — that is: repeat the 
phrase in a rising volume un¬ 
til you’re screaming at the top 
of your lungs. Employed too 
often, this routine offers di¬ 
minishing theatrical returns. 

The evening is most suc¬ 


cessful when each of the per¬ 
formers takes a solo turn. 
Here we get to see each 
man’s individual bent, his 
unique take on being “twice 
blessed.” Sadownick recounts 
personal history with univer¬ 
sal meaning as he rebuts his 
mother’s argument, “If you 
don’t have children, your life 
is empty.” He describes grow¬ 
ing up in the Bronx and his 
erotic attraction to the Puerto 
Rican boys in the ’hood. This 
is territory he has explored in 
his fiction, recalling the chap¬ 
ter from his book, Sacred 
Lips (of the Bronx) which 
can be found in Men On Men 
4. 

Silverstein impersonates a 
hateful stand-up comic, then 
takes an intriguing gambit by 
reinventing the Torah story 
of Abraham and Isaac with a 
queer twist. Isaac. is discov¬ 
ered wearing a dress, bring¬ 
ing forth the full force of pa¬ 
triarchal fury. The sequence 
is finally more puzzling than 
illuminating, but Silverstein 
deserves credit for taking the¬ 
atrical risks. 

Ellis is most engaging in 
this format, punctuating a tap 
dance shtick with anecdotes 
about looking for love in LA. 
He projects warmth and sin¬ 
cerity in his stage presence, 
connecting with the audience 
in a discernable way. 

When the trio reforms to 
bark out some Jew and fag¬ 
baiting, complete with mild 
S/M accoutrements, the stage 
is once again a ritual space 
for calling out the demons of 
hatred and letting them go. I 
admired the three men of 
Jew Meat for their courage 
and energy, their spirit and 
chutzpah. ▼

J ew Meat isn’t exactly 
kosher. This show feature 
three queer Jewish boys 
from LA (John Ellis, Doug 
Sadownick, and Matt 
Silverstein), talents from the 
let-it-all-hang-out school of per¬ 
formance art. During the 
evening they are visited by the 
spirits of their mothers, 
fathers, siblings, and the 
classmates who treated them 
to adolescent taunts of “Jew!” 
or “Fag!” 

Don’t expect Fiddler on 
the Queer Roof; the trio is in¬ 
terested in exploring the dark 
side of being Jewish and gay 
in our culture — the neuroses, 
the psychic baggage, the anti- 
Semitism and homophobia. 
Although it opens with a 
wonderful shticky production 
number, there isn’t much mu¬ 
sic in the show — which is just 
as well, since these guys are 
given to lyrics like, “Fuck me 
in the ass, there’s matzoh 
there.” 

No Apologies 

I interpret that line as an 
obscene allusion to “finding 


the afikoman [hidden mat¬ 
zoh],” an element of the 
Passover seder, but better 
you should decide for your¬ 
self. Jew Meat doesn’t stop to 
explain. In fact, part of the 


material seems in need of fur¬ 
ther development, in some 
cases flagrantly so. Images of 
the Holocaust are invoked, 
then dropped abruptly for a 
bawdy lyric 

The show points up the 
difficulty in using a revue for¬ 
mat for charged content like 
concentration camps: too of¬ 
ten the desired frisson of 
cabaret song and dance collid¬ 
ing with tragic imagery re¬ 
sults in an audience reaction 
on the order of, “Gee, that 
was inappropriate.” The pass¬

A traffic accident leaves 
a mean-tempered 
soap opera star a 
paraplegic in John 
Sayles’ latest film, Passion 
Fish. She flees New York 
for the bayou country of 
Louisiana, where she em¬ 
barks on a rocky road to re¬ 
covery, aided by a black 
woman with some ills of her 
own to cure. 

Sayles’ often humorous 
story (he wrote and directed) 
outlines the interdependence 
that develops between the 
headstrong but defeatist May- 
Alice (Mary McDonnell) and 
her equally willful nurse, 
Chantelle (Alfre Woodard). 
Their interaction begins on 
an employer-employee basis 
and at first echoes films from 
Imitation of Life to The 
Long Walk Home. 

In Passion Fish, though, 
an uneasy relationship 
evolves into a complex friend¬ 
ship. McDonnell was down¬ 
right irritating in her highest- 
profile role to date as the 
white woman raised by the 
Indians in Dances With 
Wolves. Here she more than 
amply conveys the transfor¬ 
mation of May-Alice, who at 
first eschews physical therapy 
in favor of getting drunk,

watching TV, and feeling sor¬ 
ry for herself. 

Woodard’s Chantelle is 
exquisite — by turns scared, 
moody, defiant, and warm. 
She is the chief catalyst for 
May-Alice’s evolution, but al¬ 
though desperate to keep her 
job, she refuses to degrade ei¬ 
ther herself or May-Alice to 
do that. 

Performances Lure 

Sayles’ moviemaking style 
has always been problematic. 
One appreciates his no-non¬ 
sense visuals, ear for dia¬ 
logue, and ability to create in¬ 
triguing, fully drawn charac¬ 
ters, but his pacing is often 
flat-footed. The trouble is not 
that he takes the time to de¬ 
velop character, but how he 
does it. His films — from Lian¬ 
na to Matewan to City of 
Hope — lean toward the di¬ 
dactic as well.

These tendencies are much 
less apparent in Passion Fish. 
The narrative drags in spots 
to be sure (Sayles also edited 
the picture and clearly 
couldn’t let go of segments he 
should have), but the perfor¬ 
mances of Woodard and Mc¬ 
Donnell consistently lure one 
back. The various invasions 
of People Who Don’t Under¬ 
stand — in particular separate 
visits by May-Alice’s former 
soap co-workers and two old

Richard III Meets Norma Desmond 


LA's 'Queen of Angels'

C eremony hangs in the 
air as the doors to 
James Carroll Pick¬ 
ett’s Queen of Angels 
open, revealing a space full of 
smoke and purple light (re¬ 
mind me to lecture producers 
about the obnoxious use of 
smoke and scent). A chalk cir¬ 
cle is drawn on the floor, cre¬ 
ating a ritual circle for this 
retelling of the Orpheus 
myth. But wait — a second, 
and then a third circle is 
drawn. Suddenly, the place is 
full of clowns and it’s a three 
ring circus! 

Did I say circus? No. Sud¬ 
denly the Interlocutor arrives 
with Punch and Judy and 
we’re in a medieval morality 
play. But wait, now an emaci¬ 
ated AIDS patient appears in 
his bed and we’re in a con¬ 
temporary AIDS drama. But 
then, a Hispanic man comes 
to guide the protagonist 
through the Underworld and 
we’re in that bad John 
Belushi biopic where Ray 
Sharkey played a taxi-driving 
cholo spirit. 

As for myself, between 
gasps for air in the thickening 
smoke, I was beginning to 
feel like Faye Dunaway at the 
end of Chinatown. “My sister, 
my daughter... .” 

Having caused a stir for its 
nudity and content and sold 
out its three-week run at 
Highways, Queen of Angels 
moves to the Skylight The¬ 
atre in Los Feliz. 

Queer Soup 

The idea for the show is 
simple: Max, a poet suffering

from dementia, enters the 
netherworld of Purgatory in a 
vain attempt to reclaim his 
lost lover, Tobias. Coyote, his 
guide, takes him to the gen- 
derfuck Queen of Angels 
(Michael Kearns on video). 
Defying the Queen, Max and 
Tobias arrange a rendezvous, 
but Tobias misses Max, is 
murdered by fag-bashers, and 
Max returns alone. 

Along the way, there are 
some deliciously wicked 
songs and lascivious vignettes 
performed by a troupe of slut 
clowns. “Would you risk 30 
years without passion for a 
night of the best fuck you’ll 
ever have?” These clowns 
would, and do, throwing off 
their clothes and their inhibi¬ 
tions at every opportunity. 
Quentin O’Brien, playing the 
Showman, keeps up a sardon¬ 
ic commentary on the action 
in a wonderful performance. 

Michael Kearns, as the 
Queen of Angels herself, ap¬ 
pears through the magic of 
video projection, swirling 
around the wall before 
buzzing into focus like some 
noxious fly that has just land¬ 
ed squarely on your nose. In 
an eye-popping nonstop 
monologue of gay rage and 
fag vitriol that could only be 
described as Richard III 
meets Norma Desmond, 
Kearns spews an endless 
stream of evil. 

“I’m queer, not psychic!” 
Kearns snaps at Max when he 
asks after the whereabouts of 
Tobias. The bruised Queen, 
articulating a mixture of hurt, 
pain and humor in some 
breathtakingwriting, verbally 
spars with Max, teasing him 


schoolmates — are way too 
self-conscious but do work as 
comic relief. 

David Strathairn and 
Vondie Curtis-Hall have 
strong supporting roles as 
love interests for May-Alice 
and Chantelle. In a well-shot 
sequence, Strathairn’s charac¬ 
ter Rennie, a crush from May- 
Alice’s youth who has come 
into her life again, introduces 
the two women to the won¬ 
ders of the bayou. Curtis-Hall 
plays a charming zydeco mu¬ 
sician who gives Chantelle 
the space to live down her 
fast-lane past. 

Although the director 
doesn’t totally succeed in con¬ 
necting the mystique of the 
bayou locale to the evolution 
of these two urban women, 
he makes fine visual use of 
the setting. The film’s sound¬ 
track employs reggae, zydeco, 
and other regional music to 
great effect. 

Passion Fish recalls The 
Crying Game, another tale of 
black-white interrelationship 
that features wounded people 
whose humanity ultimately 
allows them to heal each oth¬ 
er. Crying Game director 
Neil Jordan explicitly raises 
the issue of race at the begin¬ 
ning of his film but then 
drops the subject, leaving his 
interpretation of the racial im¬ 
plications open to question. 
One wonders whether Jordan

and leading him on. 

Testing the Will 

The poetry of the test of 
wills between the Queen and 
Max doesn’t spill over into 
the relationship between Max 
and Tobias. Although he’s 
pretty to look at, and the two 


of them engage in an energet¬ 
ic nude lovemaking scene, 
Rob Campbell’s wooden per¬ 
formance as Tobias makes 
one wonder what the witty 
and adventurous Max sees in 
him. 

Likewise, the playwright 
has brushed over the missed 
rendezvous between the two 
lovers in favor of a sex scene 
between Max and Coyote. If I 
made a trip to the under¬ 
world to bring back a lost 
love, I’d certainly give him at

least a minute or two to show 
up. But as is pointed out, 
“Forever, in Gay Standard 
Time, lasts about a week!” 

The many threads of this 
play become distracting. But 
for all its problems, it’s ambi¬ 
tious and provocative, and it 
would be too easy to reduce 
this work to a matter of like 


or dislike. Queen of Angels 
has some powerful moments 
and Philip Littell’s direction 
packs a punch. With any luck, 
we’ll see a Bay Area produc¬ 
tion. ▼

toasted the beginnings of 
their relationship ten years 
earlier at Maud’s, were deter¬ 
mined to preserve the bars 
and all they meant to the les¬ 
bian nation on film. Poirier, 
the director, and Karen Kiss, 
her longtime partner and the 
film’s producer, were tread¬ 
ing new ground, they say 
now. “How much film has ac¬ 
tually been shot inside a lesbian 
bar?” Poirier asks. “Rikki had 
films from years and years 
ago, it was like panning for 
gold, a second here, two sec¬ 
onds there.” To that, they 
added reminiscences and ob¬ 
servations by an eclectic cast 
of bartenders and bar dykes, 
poets and novelists, activists 
and historians, who came to¬ 
gether over a period of a few 
days, inside the bar and out 
back, to talk. 

“What I wanted to make 
was the greatest lesbo conver¬ 
sation in a bar you could ever 
get,” Poirier says about Last 
Call at Maud’s, which pre¬ 
miers on February 5 at the 
Castro Theatre and February 
12 at the U.C. Theatre in 
Berkeley. “If you could have a 
dream lesbian bar date, this, 
to me, would be it because 
you’re getting all this input 
from these fine minds.” 

Names like Judy Grahn 
and Sally Gearhart, JoAnn 
Loulan and Gwenn Craig, Pat 
Norman, Del Martin and 
Phyllis Lyon, and, of course, 
Rikki Streicher herself, join 
the credits at the end of the 
film, along with more than a 
dozen other, perhaps less rec¬ 
ognizable women. Poirier and 
Kiss admit that calling in 
some of the biggest names in 
lesbian culture to talk about a 
bar they had frequented 
rarely, originally piqued a few 
of the regulars. “Some of the 
Maudies were a little critical 
of that at first,” Poirier says. 
“But once they saw the film, 
they understood that these 
women were paying homage 
to the existence and impor¬ 
tance of Maud’s, and to the 
significance of gay bars in our 
culture.” 

“When a woman goes into 
a gay bar, she is never the 
same again,” says the poet 
Judy Grahn, whose epic, The 
Queen of Swords, is set in a 
mythic lesbian bar. And Sally 
Gearhart, a retired women’s 
studies professor, activist and 
author, says of the first time 
she came to a lesbian bar: “I 
was home, it was better than 
home.” Open 365 days a year 
(Streicher, an orphan herself, 
knew how empty the holidays 
can seem) Maud’s was a club¬ 
house for some and for oth¬ 
ers, a home. The bar was the 
center of the then-budding 
lesbian cultural movement. 

“Fifteen years ago, the 
bars were our cultural cen¬ 
ters,” Kiss recalls. “If a lesbian 
poet was going to read, it was 
in a bar. If you wanted to 
dance, it was in a bar. If a 
singer was going to sing folk 
songs, again, it was in the bar. 
Everything happened in the 
bars. Today, you go to the 
bookstore for the reading, to 
the concert hall for the perfor¬ 
mance. Now, there are lots of 
other places. But they all 
started in the bars.” 

Evolution 

So what happened? Maybe 
it was the recovery move¬ 
ment, as some say, or demo¬ 
graphics or sociology. Maybe 
it’s what Poirier and Kiss say:

admits, credit cards. The cou¬ 
ple is more than $40,000 in 
debt from this project.

“We know you 
don’t have to rely on the old 
Hollywood studio system to 
give you imagery of yourself. 
It can be done.” ▼

Ute Lemper 

Illusions 

London 

Although Ute Lemper con¬ 
firms our initial impressions 
of her appreciable artistry on 
her new London CD, Illu¬ 
sions, it’s unlikely this 
recording of songs from the 
Dietrich/Piaf repertory will 
become anyone’s favorite. A 
wonderful idea gone wrong 
best describes the over¬ 
wrought arrangements and 
the matching performances 
they elicit from this 28-year- 
old rising chanteuse. 

The German-born, multi¬ 
lingual star of Cats in Vien¬ 
na, Peter Pan in Berlin, 
Cabaret in Paris, and, most 
recently, a tour of Germany 
in a stage version of Blue An¬ 
gel — is well regarded in this 
country for her recordings 
and performances of Kurt 
Weill songs. 

To justify her approach 
and to avoid comparison with 
the cherished original record¬ 
ings of the Dietrich/Piaf songs 
— “Falling in Love Again,” 
“Johnny,” “Padam,” “Non, je 
ne regrette rien” and ten oth¬ 
ers on the 63-minute record¬ 
ing— Lemper declares “every 
song is a theatre piece.” She’s 
abetted in implementing an 
actor’s approach, instead of 
the more direct singer’s ap¬ 
proach, by her arranger and 
conductor, Bruno Fontaine, 
who turns each song into a 
veritable tempest. He dis¬ 
tends “Autumn Leaves” to six 
minutes and “Padam” to well 
over five. In a futile attempt 
at finding more here than Di¬ 


etrich and Piaf (a laughable 
idea), Fontaine succeeds only 
in dismantling the songs. Like 
an opera director who stages 
a pantomime for the overture 
— explaining where it is 
unnecessary—he provides 
preludes, interludes and 
postludes to these songs, com¬ 
menting on their emotional 
ambiance and dramatic in¬ 
cidents every step of the way. 

Lemper matches this or¬ 
chestral hysteria with over-in¬ 
dulgent performances that are 
consistently in excess. Her 
“Lola” is a frenzied shred¬ 
ding, her “Vie en rose” so 
low a whisper it almost slips 
away. She’s so busy acting 
that she misses the direct and 
therefore more visceral com¬ 
munication of the originals — 
the easy conversational con¬ 
fession of “T’es beau, tu sais,” 
or the restraint which promis¬ 
es sexual explosion in “Jon- 
ny.” Just letting these songs 
happen would have been af¬ 
fecting. 

Yet Lemper has always

Mosca and his master evapo¬ 
rates as their true rapacity is 
revealed. Double-cross and 
betrayal are the norm in this 
game in which the only goal 
is gold. It’s a Jacobean Wall 
Street, and although it ends, 
in accordance with the values 
of its day, with justice prevail¬ 
ing, our latter-day experience 
with the Volpones/Michael 
Milkens of the world provides 
an ironic, bitter aftertaste. 


The little foxes are still de¬ 
vouring despoilers. 

It’s no wonder this play be¬ 
came a classic, with its jubi¬ 
lantly jaundiced world view, 
vicious wit, and deft charac¬ 
terizations. The present com¬ 
pany performs in exemplary 
fashion. The all-star cast is 
headed by Geoff Hoyle as 
Mosca and John O’Keefe as 
Volpone, with Irving Israel, 
Jarion Monroe, Julian Lopez- 


Morillas, Charles Dean, and 
Sharon Lockwood at their 
most exuberant. Beautiful 
newcomer Susan Patterson 
scores strongly as the be¬ 
trayed wife. 

The stage with its many 
trap doors, neon-lit canals, 
suspended walkways, and 
stage elevators (by designer 
Kent Dorsey) provides inge¬ 
nious thoroughfares for the 
evening’s rambunctious pa¬ 
rade of greed and lust. 
Topped off with the volup¬ 
tuous flesh (and talent) of 
Kaufman, Chiaravelotti, and 
Crovetto, the Berkeley Rep 
Volpone scores its moral 
bull’s-eye while playing like 
Carnaval in Rio. No stodgy 
classic, this Volpone is tu¬ 
multuously vital. ▼

Jubilantly Jaundiced

I t’s surprising — and dis¬ 
appointing — that there 
are no photographs of 
the most sensational as¬ 
pects of Berkeley Rep’s tart 
and lively production of Ben 
Jonson’s Volpone. At various 
gay events and street fairs, 
you’ve probably seen both 
snake dancer Juan Crovetto 
and the music and rhythm 
duo, THOTH, comprised of 
sleekly handsome violinist 
Stephen Kaufman and long¬ 
haired bodybuilding drum¬ 
mer Michael Thomas Chiar¬ 
avelotti. Without changing 
Crovetto’s exotic Eastern fin¬ 
ery or the leather 
jockstrap/mesh-stocking gen- 
derfuck that barely covers the 
bulges of THOTH, these pi¬ 
caresque and talented friends 
of the gay community have 
been transferred whole onto 
the stage. Along with a 
hermaphrodite (played by 
Cintra Wilson) and a dwarf 
(Selwyn Emerson Miller), 
they constitute the retinue of 
the scoundrel, Volpone. And 
there’s no picture! 

The bedazzlements of this 
Volpone are manifold; it’s as 
rousing a revivification ofBen 
Jonson’s classic satire as we 
could hope for, from the col¬ 
orful phantasmagoria of the 
costumes by Gabriel Berry 
and the pulsating music by 
Stephen LeGrand and Eric 


Drew Feldman to the lively 
staging of director Anthony 
Taccone (fresh from his Los 
Angeles success with Angels 
in America). 

Taceone’s laudable efforts 
have made the play not only 
fun but also as immediately 
accessible to contemporary 
audiences as possible. He en¬ 
gaged noted Mime Troupe 
playwright Joan Holden to 
“translate” the work from the 
original English. While this 
sacrifices most of the gor¬ 
geous but admittedly dense 
language of the 1604 original, 
it highlights its epigrammatic 
bon mot (“Hope is a bait that 
covers any hook” ), and con¬ 
tributes much to the 
evening’s speed and savage 
bite. Jonson, after all, con¬ 
ceived of his play as a satire. 


Black Satire 

It’s a rather black satire at 
that, a curious and fascinating 
play. It starts in mischievous 
fun, as Volpone (“The Fox”) 
and his wily servant Mosca 
(“The Fly”) connive to bilk 
greedy neighbors. But, as the 
deceptions deepen, venal 
greed takes over and the fun 
gives way. 

Ostensibly upstanding citi¬ 
zens are willing to sacrifice 
anything for material gain; fa¬ 
thers sell their sons, and hus¬ 
bands make whores of their 
wives. The playfulness of

We’re going to 
have to do it when prostitu¬ 
tion is decriminalized. 

What’s in store for the fu¬ 
ture? 

Vic: I’m trying to get 
SWAC [Sex Workers Action 
Coalition] interested in doing 
a “Take Back Fisherman’s 
Wharf’ action, because that 
used to be the Barbary Coast. 
It was ours! A few brothels 
would be great there.

Allen Balderson, also a for¬ 
mer co-chair of Team SF, be¬ 
lieve this boom has provided 
not only an alternative to the 
bars, but also a means to 
break down gay stereotypes 
within and outside the com¬ 
munity. 

Balderson strongly sup¬ 
ports the inclusion versus ex¬ 
clusion policy of the Gay 
Games and reminds people 
that they needn’t be a pol¬ 
ished athlete to become in¬ 
volved in the competitions. 
Some of the many organiza¬ 
tions and clubs which have 
arisen as a result of the 
Games are Tsunami (swim¬ 
ming); Gay Wrestling; Men’s 
and Women’s Basketball, 
Track and Field; Rugby; and 
the Arcadia Bodybuilding So¬ 
ciety (ABS), which produces 
the yearly gay/lesbian/bisexu¬ 
al physique contest in San 
Francisco. 

San Francisco is now part 
of a small network of U.S. 
cities that host a Gay Sports 
Festival every few years. 
Gene Dermody, a Team SF 
board member who has taken 
on the formidable task of 
putting this sports festival to¬ 
gether, has announced Memo¬ 
rial Day Weekend as the date 
of the fest. 

That weekend the U.S. 
Gay Open (in association with 
the Gay Tennis Federation), 
Physique ’93 (annual gay/les¬ 
bian bodybuilding contest), 
the first sanctioned Gay Gold¬ 
en Gloves Invitational Boxing 
Tournament, and NAGVA 
Volleyball will take place in 
various Bay Area locations. In 
addition, martial arts groups, 
table tennis, wrestling, men’s 
basketball, women’s softball, 
Bay Area Distance Runners, 
and the Bay Area Racquetball 


Basketball 


Club will be holding competi¬ 
tions at that time. 

If you’re an athlete or in¬ 
terested in a particular sport — 
or would just like to get in¬ 
volved — consider becoming a 
Team SF member. For $15 
per year, you will receive a 
newsletter and a monthly cal¬ 
endar of events which will 
keep you apprised of sporting 
events, sports organizations, 
and social gatherings. 

The Team SF board urges 
any athletic organizations in¬ 
terested in the Games to con¬ 
tact them now. Unity ’94 in 
New York City is only a little 
more than a year away, and 
final decisions regarding 
rules, regulations, sports to be 
included, and dates and loca¬ 
tions of events are already be¬ 
ing addressed by the Gay 
Federation of Games. As this 
city’s federation representa¬ 
tive, Team SF will answer 
your questions and/or present 
your organization’s requests 
to this governing body on 
your behalf. Unlike many 
cities whose “teams” only or¬ 
ganize every four years, a few 
months before the event, 
Team SF has been consistent¬ 
ly working for us since 1982. 

Another advantage to 
Team SF membership is the 
point system, which is similar 
to the one used by the ABS. 
Time volunteered with either 
of these organizations will 
help you accrue points that 
eventually balance out in dol¬ 
lars and cents. Both Team SF 
and ABS have set aside an 
athletes’ fund which will help 
send its members to New 
York in 1994. Next year the 
points will be added up and
